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THE FALL OF GLADSTONE 


HE AND HIS CABINET DECIDE TO 
RESIGN FROM OFFICE. 


A REMARKABLE WELCOME TO THE LIBERAL 
LEADER IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS— 
TORIES PREPARING TO TAKE OFFICE 
WITH LORD SALISBURY AS PREMIER. 

Lonpon, June 9.—The result of the de- 
feat of the Government last night, when 
the House of Commons refused to pass the 
budget to asecond reading on account of 
the obnoxious increase in the tax on 
spirits, has been, as was expected, the 
tendering of the resignatiens of Mr. Glad- 
stone and his Ministry to the Queen, and 
all Great Britain te-night is in a state of 
excitement over the crisis. A good 
deal of surprise is manifested over the 
defeat of the Gevernment, which was 
expected by the Conservatives least of all. 
It was known yesterday that an effort 
would be made to defeat the clause in the 
budget increasing the duties upon beer 
ard spirits, but nobody imagined that the 
Opposition would succeed in overturning 
the Gevernment, as it has done. The dis- 

aster arose more from overconfidence on 
the part of the Liberals than from the 
strength ef the Conservatives. Many 
ef Mr. Gladstone’s party supporters 
in the House had become dissatis- 
fied with his management of the 
Russo-Afghan question, and they thought 
that the vote en the budget would afford 
agood opportunity to express their dis- 
pleasure. With this object in view many 
Liberals refrained from voting, although 
the party whips were freely used by the 
Government leaders, who seem to be the 
only ones who realized the danger in 
which the administration stood. The re- 
sult was the disastrous defeat of the Gov- 
ernment, and this, in accordance with long 
established precedent, could be followed 
only by the resignation of the Ministry. 

The Cabinet Council met at noon to-day, 
and was in session for an hour and a quar- 
ter, while the news of its defeat in the 
House was being discussed excitedly all 
over London and throughout Great Brit- 
ain. It is said that the meeting was a very 
stormy one, and that charges and recrim- 
inations were freely indulged in by the 
members, all of whom were anxious to 
shift the responsibility for the disaster upon 
somebody’s shoulders. The question of the 
proper line ef conduct to pursue in view 
of the defeat on the budget was discussed. 
Every member of the Cabinet was present, 
and they all agreed’on one point, if on 
nothing else, that it would be incensistent 
to remain longer in office. At the close of 
the discussion a vote was taken on the 
question of resigning, and it was unani- 
mously resolved that the resignations of 
the Ministers should be placed in the 
hands of the Queen at once. 

The fact that the Ministers had decided 
to resign became known throughout Lon- 
don aimost before the Cabinet meeting 
Was adjourned, and there was an unusual 
rush to the Houses of Parliament by per- 
sous anxious to be present when the an- 
nouncement should be made in the House 
of Cemmons. The attendance at prayers 
at the epening of the House was extraordi- 
narily large, and the entrances to the 
Parliament Buildings were blocked by 

eager throngs anxious to catch a glimpse of 
the Ministers as they entered and to hear 
reports of the proceedings inside. Before the 
opening, members of the House stood in 
groups about the lobbies discussing the 
situation. ‘That the Gladstone Ministry 
weuld resign was accepted as a fact, but 
the Conservative leaders, while jubilant 
over their victory, were by no means con- 
fideot of their future. it was realized on 
all sides that to take charge of the Gov- 
ernment at this crisis, with the Russian 
troubies still unsettied, was to assume a 
task which might prove both unprofitable 
and ungratetui. 

Mr. Gladstone entered the House of Com- 
mons at a few minutes after 4 o’clock, and 
periect silence reigned as he walked toward 
the Speaker’s desk. His face was perfectly 
calm, his body was erect, and he walked 
with the firm step of a man who is wholly 
undisturbed. He paused at the Speaker’s 
desk and held a low conversation with 
Mr. Pee]. which lasted for some moments. 
The Premier was smiling, and appar- 
ently in the best of spirits, and as 
he stood talking to Mr. Peel a burst of 
cheers broke forth from the Liberal mem- 
bers of the house, which soon took the 
form of an ovation. In the midst of the 
cheering Mr. Giadstome walked to his 
usual seat and took it with the air 
of a man _ perfectly  self-possessed 
and without a care on his mind. 
As he sat down the enthusiasm of 
his followers was redoubled, and loud 
cheers rent the air from all sides of the 
chamber. ‘the Conservatives sat silent 
and gazed upon the scene of excitement. 
The applause was continued for several 
minutes, until finally the Premier, in re- 
sponse to the greeting, arose and faced the 
House. This was the signal for renewed 
shouting and clapping of hands, during 
which Mr. Gladstone stood still smiling be- 
nignly on his admirers. 

When silence was at length secured Mr. 
Giadstone made the announcement which 
all were expecting to fall frem his lips. 
‘he Cabinet, he said, at its meeting to- 
day had come to the conclusion that it 
Was under an obligation to submit to the 
Queen a dutiful communication. This 
statement was greeted by leud cheers 
from the Conservatives. I1t would be 
premature on his part, the Premier con- 
tinued, to enter into particulars concerning 
the nature of that communication now, 
before it was in the possession of the 
Queen. He would say, however, that, as 
on former occasions, a few days must 
elapse befere the result of the communi- 
cation could be arrived at so as to make 
it proper to disclose it to the House. Dur- 
ing thatinterval, Mr. Gladstone concluded, 
the House would follow its usual custom 
by reframing from the transaction of its 
ordinary business, and he would therefore 
move that the House, on rising, adjourn 
until Friday. The House agreed to the 

motion and promptly adjourned to Fri- 
day next, as did the House of Lords, on 
motion of Earl Granville, a few minutes 
later. Although the statement of Mr. 
Gladstone did notin direct terms announce 
the resignation of the Munistry, the 
words which he employed are those which 
have been invariably used on similar occa- 
sions, and were accepted as indicating that 
the resignations have been decided on and 
tendered te the Queen. It would have 
been regarded as discourtesy to her 
Majesty te have made the announcement 
in any more direct form befure she had 
had an opportunity to accept the resigna- 
tions. ; 

Upon the adjournment of the two honses 
the question of how the Conservatives will 
act, now that they have a chance to as- 
sume the power of the Government, be- 
came the leading one for discussion all 
ever London. Lord Randoiph Churcebill, 
when asked this afternoon if the Conserv- 
atives would form _a Government, an- 
swered promptly, ‘* Most certainly.”’ 

Mr. Healy to-night, in conversation, de- 
scribed the thing well when he said: 
“Here you get a fine idea of the English 

eople. Here is a Government which mur- 
aerad: outraged, and lied all around the 
world for five years, secure in the defense 
ef a safe, servile majority. But the 
mement you touch the Britens’ belly 
they are gone.”

themselves. How little the defeat was 
expected can be gathered from the fact 
that not a single provincial correspondent 
thought it worth while to stay to see the 
division, the assumption being universal 
that the Ministry had a majority. It is 
understood now that the Tories will con- 
sent to undertake the formation of a Min- 
istry. It is said that the Queen will send 
for Sir Stafford Northcote, who will de- 
cline in favor of the Marquis of Salisbury 
on account of ill-health; that the Marquis 
of Salisbury will be Premier and Sir 
Stafford Northcote Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. Little else is settled ow- 
ing to the savage rivalry across 
the gangway. It is understood that 
Lord Randoiph Churchill will be First Lord 
of the Admiralty, the Right Hon. William 
Henry Smith, who held the place under 
the Beaconsfield administration, being re- 
moved out of the way by being sent to the 
House of Lords; but it will be a huge task 
to provide for Lord Randolph Churchill’s 
followers. Sir Henry D. Wolff contests 
with Baron De Worms the place of Un- 
der Secretary for Foreign Affairs, while 
John Eildon Gorst will fight with Ed- 
ward G. Clarke, Queen’s Counsel, for 
either the post of Solicitor-General or 


will probably have the latter place, which 
will please the Nationalists. Sir H. 8. Gif- 
fard will be Attorney-General. The theory 
to-night is that the Tories will strike a 
bargain with the Nationalists, the latter 
to keep Ireland a raaggy dl quiet and help 
make a Tory majority. In turn there is to 
be no coercion and a raking inquiry into 
the Maamtrasna outrage and the workings 
of the Crimes act. 

The feeling is general that Mr. Gladstone 
has permanently retired, and that, as in- 
dicated three weeks ago, the Ministers do 
not specially regret their defeat. ‘he Irish 
are jubilant, and most of them are hoarse 
to-day from yelling last night. The un- 
derstanding is that the Tory Ministry will 
not offer a bill for registration, enabling 
the November elections, because if they 
wait till January all the officers will get a 
quarter’s more salary. The Marquis of 
Waterford will be Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 
land. 

The report of the decision of the Min- 
istry to resign caused a feverish feeling in 
the Stock Exchange, and Consols declined 
3-16, while Russian securities were lower. 
On all the provincial Exchanges the weak 
feeling in financial circles became more 
marked. British Consols have fallen 
since the closing of the market this after- 
noon. 

One of the first results of the defeat of 
the Ministry last night and its resignation 
to-day is the abandonment by the Govern- 
ment of the proposed additional duties on 
spirits and beer, the pressing of which 
proved the suicide of the Gladstone Cabi- 
net. The Government has sent word to 
the different offices of the Internal Reve- 
nue Department throughout the United 
Kingdom to this effect. Sir Charles Dilke, 
President of the Local Government Board, 
speaking ata city Liberal club this even- 
ing, referred to the Premier in terms of 
the highest praise. Speaking of the events 
of the last 24 hours, he said that there was 
one so gratifying that it was hardly possi- 
ble to mention it without emotion. He 
referred, he said, to the extraordinary re- 
ception which the Liberals in the House of 
Commons gave their great leader, Mr. Glad- 
stone, this afternoon when he came down 
to make the announcement that ail ex- 
pected he would make. Etiquette fore- 
bade the Speaker to add anything to Mr. 
Glaastone’s statement, but the Liberal 
members of the House of Commons were 
deeply moved by the appearance of their 
leader in such circumstauces, and they 
received him with a warmth of en- 
thusiasm unsurpassed and unequalled 
in Sir Charles's experience. He believed 
that the whole country indorsed this 
feeling. Mr. Gladstone’s mind, he said, 
was uncramped and unwarped by time 
and age, and he was how in complete 
sympathy with the advanced Liberal sec- 
tion. Even more than before he was the 
greatest Liberal leader ever known. 


It is reported that the Conservative lead- 
ers, ata conference this evening, decided 
to accept office. The following is another 
forecast of a portion of the new Cabinet. 
The Marquis of Salisbury, Prime Minister 
and Secretary of State for the Foreign De- 
partment; Sir Michael MHicks-Beach, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer and 
leader in the House of Com- 
mons; Sir Stafford Northcote (who 
will go to the House of Lords.) Lord Presi- 
dent of the Council; Lord Randolph 
Churchill, Secretary ef State for India: 
Col. Frederick A. Stanley, Secretary of 
State for War. The new Ministers will 
attempt no measures calculated to give 
the Liberals a chance to gain a victory. 
They willrecast the budget in accordance 
with the votes of the House, and when 
the estimates are passed will dissolve Par- 
liament. The Ministerial circle takes the 
defeat with equanimity. It is supposed 
that the Cabinet, in view of the tendency 
to disruption and internal discord, were 
willing to take aavantage of a chance to 
resign. The crisis postpones indefinitely a 
settlement with Russia. The Conserva- 
tives will adopt Earl Granville’s frontier 
convention, but will insist upon stringent 
guarantees against a further Russian ad- 
vance. 


Lonpbon, June 10.—Later reports are to 
the effect that the Conservatives will form 
anew Cabinet and undertake the admin- 
istration of the Government if requested 
to do so by the Queen. In the absence of 
such a request they will leave the present 
Ministers to untangle their own Gifficul- 
ties. The Standaru (Conservative) insists 
that it is the duty of the Opposition to 
to form a Cabinet if Mr. Gladstone insists 
on resigning, and says that the Conserva- 
tives will not shrink no matter how fear- 
ful the legacy of trouble left tothem by 
the present Ministry. 

The Conservative acceptance of office 
will make a further adjournment of 10 
days necessary to complete re-elections. 
lt is expected that the Queen will come to 
London. A Cabinet messenger went to 
Balmoral last evening. 

The News says: ‘The future of the pres- 
ent moment is the stepping stone to a long 
success. Mr. Gladstone will be again re- 
turned to power by an overwhelming wave 
of popular enthusiasm. The Government 
was defeated by the negligence or indiffer- 
ence of nominal! adherents.”’ 

The Daily Telegraph thinks Sir Stafford 
Northcote will be Premier and leader in 
the House ef Commons, and the Marquis 
of Salisbury Foreign Secretary. In 
an editorial it says: “The thoughts 
of Englishmen may well be turned 
with respect and gratitude to the 
veteran statesman who - relinquishes 
the reins of power with so much defer- 
ence and grace, and who will gain. we 
hope, by the enforced respite from the 
toils of government, vigor to resume at a 
future period the position which none but 
himself can ever fill in the counels of the 
country and debates of her Senate.’’ 

The Times says: ‘*Though Sir Charles 
Dilke’s estimate of the Liberal chances in 
the election are too sanguine, the risks 
of losing ground are far greater on 
the Conservative than on the Lib- 
eral side. The most serious stumbling 
block for the Conservatives is the coercion 
question. Lord Randelph Churchill has 
declared against coercion, and there are 
ether leaders prepared to let the act lapse 
in face of the prospect of a renewed carni- 
val of murder and outrage in Ireland. 


DuBLin, June 9.—The Freeman’s Journal 
to-day, commenting on the defeat of the 
Government, says: 


** The defeat is due to the action of the Parnell- 
ites in refusing to uphold a Cabinet from which 
they received nothing but broken promises, and 
from which Ireland could expect nothing but in- 
justice, as was foreshadowed in the proposed at- 
tempt again to saddle upon Ireland the iniquit- 
ous provisions of the Crimes act. The result of 
the vote last night will cause Earl Spencer and his 
lieutenants at the Castle to quit Ireland, leaving 
behind them the memory of an administra- 
tion whicb was pre-eminently noted for cold- 
blooded brutality and frigid, calculating in- 
justice. Earl Spencer may receive a dukedom 
for his misrule of Ireland, but it would be well 
for the Queen and Mr. Gladstone to bearin mind 
that it was the Lord Lieutenant’s band that de- 
stroyed the ppratest Government England has 
had during the last century. If it had not been 
tor Earl Spencer's misstatements in regurd to 
the condition of Ireland and his influence in the 
Cabinet, Mr. Gladstone would have sought the 








friendship of Mr. Parnell and his followers. in- 


Chief Secretary for Ireland. Mr. Gorst- 
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stead of provoking their hostility by such ar- 
bitrary measures as the proposed renewal of 
the Coercion bill.” 


AOR 
MINISTER WEST’S VIEWS. 
WASHINGTON, June 9.—The Post to-mor- 
row will publish the following interview 
with Minister West regarding the defeat 
of Mr. Gladstone: 


“TI do not think it would be possible for 
the Conservatives -to take the reins of 
Government now,” said Mr. West. ‘ You 
see with us the party in power must have 
a@ majority in Parliament. At present the 
Liberals have the majority, and therefore 
the Conservatives in taking control would 
have to rely upon some of _ their 
oppenents to support them in order to 
obtain the necessary majority. Of course 
no party would go in on these terms, or if 
it did it would just assume control and 
then would dissolve the Parliament and 
take its chances on the general elections. 
This, however, I do not think could be 
done at this stage of the session, because 
page? business has not yet been reached. 

‘or these reasons I expect the Liberals 
will carry on the Government to the end 
of the session so as to finish up the business, 
and then dissolve.”’ 

‘“ Do you think the change of Govern- 
ey will affect the Russian imbroglio at 
all ?’ 

“I donot see how it will, for no Gov- 
ernment can come in and undo all at once 
what its predecessor has done.”

MONDAY NIGHT IN THE COMMONS. 
From the Evening Post. 

Lonpon, June 9.—While a Cabinet cri- 
sis was imminent another crisis far more serious 
has burst upon us, and the Gladstone Govern- 
ment, which has weathered triumphantly many 
votes of censure on matters where there was 
ground for a reasonable difference of opinign, 
has now been wrecked with right all on its side 
by a union of class interest, party hatred, and 
the influence of the ** bung.” 

All Jast evening the debate on the Hicks-Beach 
amendment tothe budget dragged wearily for 


eight hours. Nothing duller can be imagined 
than brewer after brewer defending beer and 


Scotchman after Scotchman praying for relief 
for whisky. There was the strongest possible 
muster of Conservatives and Irishmen. JI was 
early in the evening informed by one of the Jat- 
ter that they were certain to beat the Govern- 
ment at Jast. They were so certain, in fact, that 
they were then organizing a private celebration. 
As the hour for the division approached the ex- 
citement increased until, when Mr. Gladstone 
rose to close the debate at1 o’clock A. M., the 
House was so crowded tiat many members were 
unable to find seats. 

Not for a long time has Mr. Gladstone spoken 
with such vigor and so mucn of his old fire. 
There was not the slightest interr tion in spite 
of his bitter thrusts at the opposition; the latter 
seemed completely cowed. o doubt Mr. Glad- 
stone knew perfectly what the vote was going 
to be. This added sharpness to his attack. His 
defense of the budget was masterly, of course, 
but when it came to the attack on the Conseva- 
tives tor their tactics, the House was roused 
into the greatest enthusiasm. ‘The climax came 
when, after dwelling in aimostasolemn man- 
ner on the greatness of the national need for 
£11,000,000 for the defense of the empire, of which 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer proposed to 
raise only one-half by taxation, he paused, waved 
his hand almost in the faces ot the leaders on 
the opposition bench, and added, (with crescendo 
scorn:) “*And the regular opposition is loyal, 
the regular opposition is national, the regular 
opposition is patriotic, the regular opposition is 
constitutional, to refuse us the money.” Pro- 
longed cheering and roars of laughter followed. 

The scene when the result was announced beg- 
gars description. I have not seen anything like 

it since the Bradlaugh debates.. The counting 
of the vote took much longer than usual. ‘The 
whole House was in a quiver’ of excitement 
when the tellers approached the Speaker. Lord 
Randolph Churchill was the fitst to catch sight 
ot the paper in the hands of the Conservative 
whip. Hesprang to his feet with ashout. In- 
stantly deafening cheers, shouts, and yells broke 
out, which lasted five minutes, Every time 
there was @ lull of voices the Irish members 
could be heard: shouting: ‘“* Spencer and coer- 
cion.’ **Remember Miles Joyce.” (This man 
is alleged to have been hanged while innocent.) 
Churchill and the Irishmen were on the benches 
waving their hats, the Liberals were sitting 
silent and gloomy, and Mr. Gladstone was quietly 
writing on his knee his regular daily report to 
the Queen. When he rose to move the adjourn- 
ment he received a Liberal ovation. The same 
scene was re-enacted in the lobby afterward. 
The Tories literally jumped for joy. Parnell 
was siniling quietly above the group of Irish- 
men, pale with excitement. 

What now will .be the result? The Ministry 
will resign, but the Conservatives will find their 
victory worse than a defeat. They must provide 
money, and arrange the Crimes act, and settle 

with Kussia—all this in the face of a large Lib- 
eral majority. The tax on tea which they, pro- 

ose will be far more unpopular than the tax on 

eer and spirits. Therefore they probably will 

refuse to take office. If they accept office the 
Liberals will not be sorry to transfer all their 
own troubles to their opponents’ shoulders. 





A JUDGE NOT TO BE TRIFLED WITH.

CANADA'S FORWARDING INTERESTS. 

OTTawA, June 9.—Deputations repre- 
senting the forwarding interests of Upper Can- 
ada and members of the Corn Exchange and 
Montreal Board of Trade are here pressing the 
Government to remove canal tolls. They had 
an interview with members of the Cabinet 
to-day and laid before them a proposal by which 
they believe the difficulty may be overcome. 


They represented to the Government that there 
is a discrimination ef 1 to 144 cents per bushel in 
favor of the Erie Canal against the St. Lawrence 
route, and, unless the Dominion Govern- 
ment takes steps to meet this, the forward- 
ing interests of the upper lakes will be 
ruined. They ask the Government to abolish 
the toll of % cent per bushel on grain, they, the 
forwarders, agreeing as their part of the agree- 
ment to lower transportation rates 3% cent per 
bushel between Kingston and Montreal, the 
Harbor Commissioners ot Montreal agreeing to 
lower harbor dues 4 cent per bushel, which re- 
duction, added to the reduction of canal tolls, 
would be equivalent to 1 cent per bushel], thus 
placing Canadian forwarders on almost equal 
tooting with United States shippers. It is. un- 
derstood that the Government is disposed to 
muke the modification suggested. \

the Chicago Miss Flite, was to-day found insane 
atter a trial lasting two days. According to the 
story she told about herself her troubles began 
in Brooklyn, N. Y., when she became acquainted 
with William B. Johnson, who kept a gentle- 
man’s furnishing store at No. 397 Fulton- 
street, and whose remark that she could 
have everything that she wanted if 
she would go clerking in his _ store, 
she believed to be an offer of marriage. Since 
he refused to act according to her hopes she be- 
lieéves herself persecuted by him, and when she 
came to Chicago two years ago she developed 
that mania for litigation which has made her a 
burden to Chicago lawyers and Judges. As 
Miss Leonard has some relatives in this city who 
take an interest in her she will go to the Kan- 
kakee Asylum, and it is believed that a short 
sojourn in that institution will restore her rea- 
s0n.

POLITICIANS VERY ANGRY 


TWO APPPOINTMENTS WHICH DO 
NOT SUIT THEM. 

THE CHICAGO WORKERS DISGUSTED WITH 
THEIR NEW MARSHAL—A BLOW TO 
THE M’LEAN CROWD IN OHIO. } 

+ Wasuineton, June 9.—Two  appoint- 

ments made by the President to-day have 

suddenly deprived the hotels of a large 
number of convivial and talkative poli- 
ticians, most ef whom have gone home on 

“ swearing trains.” For weeks the Marshal- 

ship of the Northern District of Illinois 

has been a topic of conversation, and at 
last all speculation has been stopped 

by the appointment of Frederick H. 

Marsh Sheriff of Ogle County. There were 

several candidates from Chicago. The 

leading one was McGarigle. a Protestant 
lrishman, a man of good appearance and 
address who was supported by the Cook 

County organization and opposed by Col. 

Morrison’s friends, who considered the 

course of the Cook County men in the 

Senatorial contest as inimical to their 

interests. . The other Chicago candidates 

included Kerne, u German; McGearn, and 

Cumiskey. There was an outburst of in- 

dignation on the part of the Chicago men 

when the appointment of Marsh was made 
known. Mr. J. Evan Pelt, Chairman of 
the Cook County Committee, was furious. 

He addressed a crowd in Willard’s. ‘*The 

d—d Administration,” he declared, ‘‘may 

goto ——.”’ It would find, he excitedly 

predicted, that they could not carry a 

ward in Chicago when the elections 


came. He said he represented 65,000 votes 
—the Cook County Democracy—and from 
this out they would work against the Ad- 
ministration. He deelared oper war and 
wanted everybody to know it. He meant 
open war, and President Cleveland would 
see Who would win. ‘‘ Wesare the Demo- 
crats who do all the work,’ he said; 
‘who spend our money; who poll the 
wards, and who carry the election. What 
do we get? Snubbed. Republicans and 
suckers can see the President and talk with 
him for hours. We can’t havea word with 
him. Wecan do the work, but can’t have 
anything to say. Every appointment that 
man has made has gone to some sucker.”’ 
He spoke very excitedly and did not stop 
tor any nicety of language, but denounced 
the Administration in the most vigorous 
terms he could think of. ‘There isnot an 
office at his disposal I wou!d have,” he 
continued, “but lam going to stand by 
my friends, and I proclaim now thatall our 
power will be against the Administration 
and not a ward can they carry. We shall 
see if the Democratic Party is to be treated 
in this way.” 

Col. Morrison described Mr. Marsh as a 
good Democrat. He also has seen service 
in the local field and as a legislator. ‘‘ You 
may say he is a good Morrison man,”’ said 
he, ‘‘and he will makea good Marsbal. Mr. 
Marsh bas always been my friend and [ his. 
His top card in this affair, I think, was a 
general letter written for him by me some 
time ago, recommending him for any 
place he might want, but having no ret- 
erence to the Marshalship. His appoint- 
ment to that place was never asked for 
by me. It worked itself out. But you 
may say he is my friend and his appoint- 
ment will be accredited to me.” 

The second appointment that has dis- 
turbed the politicians is that of Henry C. 
Urner, of Cincinnati, to be Marshal in 

lace of Lot Wright. Mr. Urner was 
rought forward by EK. M. Ingalls, Presi- 
dent of the Kankakee line. He is a busi- 


"ness man in high standing, was President 


of the Chamber of Commerce, and is a 
Thurman Democrat. The President sat- 
isfied himself thoroughly of Mr. 
Urner’s qualifications and character 
before naming him. ‘The McLean 
faction will regard his appointment 
as additional cause for fighting the Ad- 
ministration. A dispatch sent here to- 
night from Cincinnati by a Kepublican 
says that Mr. Urmer trained with the Moss- 
back element of the Democratic Party 
and is a gentleman in all that the term im- 
plies. His appointment is reported by this 
dispatch to have struck the McLean fac- 
tion “ right in the neck,” but to have given 
great satisfaction to the Thurman-Pendle- 
ton Democrats, as well as citizens generally 
irrespective of party. 


TILDEN AND THE SILVER SCHEME. 

Whether Mr. Tilden has been charged 
with the task of furnishing for the Admin- 
istration a silver policy to be pursued in 
the next Congress,.or whether he has sim- 
ply gone on a fishing excursion with Gen. 
A. J. Warner, with the expectation of find- 
ing out how certain theories will be re- 
ceived, remains to beseen. When the silver 
talk in Cengress, just before adjournment, 
became itoud and somewhat angry at 
times, Mr. Tilden’s name was heard very 


frequently, and he was credited with a 
purpose more or less worthy. When Gen. 
Warner’s silver scheme was promulgated 
last week the admirers of Mr. Tilden here 
and elsewhere were at once informed that 
Gen. Warner had been encouraged by 
Mr. Tilden to nurse his plan carefully 
and that it would meet with acceptance 
by and by. With a suddenness quite 
startling, the gentlemen who had been 
named as participating in a conference 
with Mr. Tilden on this subject were con- 
strained to deny the alleged conference, 
and also the statement that Mr. Tilden 
sanctioned Gen. Warner’s scheme. Not- 
withstanding all denials of the alleged ac- 
quiescence of Mr. Tilden in the much- 
talked-of proposition to issue certifi- 
cates based upon deposits of silver 
metal, and representing the gold 
value of the silver at the time of 
deposit, it is impossible te avoid the con- 
clusion, from the remarks made by gen- 
tlemen intimate with Mr. Tilden and his 
financial views, that he is is interested in 
Gen. Warner's proposition, and that he 
approves of its leading features. Some 
of these gentlemen who say they are under 
restraint avow their hearty approval of 
its main suggestions, an hope that 
the, day will soon come when they can 
openly advocate and explain them as they 
see them. 

One prominent Democrat, whose name 
is withheld at his own request, ridiculed 
the harsh criticisms of the Warner propo- 
sition, and in defendmg the new silver 
scheme referred the writer to Mr. Tilden’s 
annual message to the Legislature in Jan- 
uary, 1876, for answer to the complaint 
that a dangerous inflation of the 
currency was likeiy to result from 
the attempt to carry out the Warner prop- 
ositions. Coming from the source it did 
this recommendation was very interesting, 
even if it did not conclusively prove that 
Mr. Tilden’s views in 1876 were embodied 1 
in Gen. Warner’s proposition. The com- 
ments of the press on the silver propo- 
sition are being read there with 
interest by persons connected with 
the Administration, and it is understood 
that the President reads with great care 
the opinions of men who have given the 
question careful attention. At present, 
however, he has no opinions of his own in 
the matter which he will give to the | Sow 
lic. and he is not likely to be heard from 
before he sends his message to Congress.

The President has not decided to go to 
Newport asthe guest of Mr. August Bel- 
mont.

NEW PAPER FOR BANK NOTES. 

Secretary Manning’s committee of Treas- 
ury officers to examine and report upon 
the use of distinctive paper and the im- 
provement of the notes and securities 
have finished their report on distinctive 
paper. It recommends as a_ substi- 
tute for the paper now used for 
bank notes paper to weigh 12 pounds 
to the thousand sheets, instead of 11 
pounds, the weight ef the distributed fibre 
paper. The new paper is to have a glazed 
or polished surface produced by compres- 
sion. The use of the distributed fibre is 
‘to be discontinued, and the distinctive 
feature is to bea single silk line running 
across each note instead of the two silk 
lines now used. The abandonment of 
the distributed silk fibre will not 
only permit the production of a 
finer surface, but greater weight and 
durability. For checks and drafts the 
distinctive feature of the paper recom- 
mended is to be a water mark carrying 
the letters U. S.T. D. A stock of dis- 
tributed fibre paper sufficient to last for 
several months is on hand, and the new 
paper recommended, if adopted, will 
not be used until the» present 
stock is exhausted. The committee 
agree in recommending ‘that hereafter 
all legal tenders and other securities shall 
be completed in the Treasurer’s office and 
not at the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing as heretofore. National bank notes 
are finished at the bureau in every respect 
except the signatures of the officers of the 
banks of issue. Itis probable that the le- 
gal tenders may be completed with the 
autograph of the Treasurer.

TWO ALBANY APPOINTMENTS.

the limited time he is allowed for reflection4 
Mr. Randall got his Superintendent of the 
Mint to-day—ex-Mayor Daniel W. Fox— 
and about 400 places are now at the dis- 
osal ef the Philadelphia Democrats. 
sham Hess, a quiet lawyer at Albanv, 
who has been an administrator of trust 
funds, and not connected with any faction 
in politics, was made Collector of Internal 
Revenue for the Fourteenth District. Ad- 
dison Cole, also not an active politician, 
was appointed Surveyor of Customs at 
Albany, in place of Mr. Luby. He is an 
insurance agent, and was not an applicant 
for the place. 

ALBANY, June 9.—The Federal appoint- 
ments for Albany announced this after- 
noon Were a great surprise to the Demo- 
cratic politicians. The early removal of 
Collector James W. Bentley and Surveyor 
of Customs John A. Luby on the ground 
of ‘offensive partisanship’? had _ been 
expected, but the local Democratic 
managers had counted on hav- 
ing a say in the _ selection of 
their successors. Only this mornin 
Mayor Banks, ‘* Nat’ Delehanty, ‘ Jim 
Mcintyre, of the Capitol, and ex-Assem- 
biyman Maher were in conference for an 
hour and a half discussing the slate to be 
recommended, They had hardly separated 
for their lunch when the news of the ap- 
pointments of Isham Hess to succeed Mr. 
Bentley and Addison D. Cole in the place 
of Mr. Luby was received from Washing- 
ton... They and all the active politi- 
cians were astounded. Neither man had 
been considered a possible candidate for 
the positions. They have no special influ- 
ence in politics, and have not been active 
workers. Mr. Hess’s appointment is par- 
ticularly distasteful to the ‘*machine”’ 
crowd, because he has generally affiliated 
with the Meegan, or anti-Manning wing. 
Mr. Cole, who is ason of the late Judge 
John ©. Cole, has been an aspir- 
ant for honors in the Assembly 
for two or three years, without securing 
the party nemination. He holds a posi- 
tion in an insurance agency here. Mr. 
Hess is a lawyer, about 40 years of age, 
who has neverswon any special distinction 
either at the Bar orin politics. The two 
are men of fair ability and good charac- 
ter. who are popular among their ac- 
quaintances. The appointments are com- 
menly considered colorless. 


THE OKLAHOMA LANDS. 





SENATOR DAWES FINDS CAPT. COUCH’S COM- 
PLAINTS TO BE TRUE. 

CurcaGo, June 9.—Senator H. L. Dawes, 
of Massachusetts, Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Indian Affairs, stopped to-day at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel], on his way home from the 
Indian Territory, where he has been for several 


weeks at the head of a subcommittee investi- 
gating the Oklahoma and kindred questions. 
He confirms Capt. Couch’s statement that the 
Oklahoma lands are partly occupied by cattle 
men, who have come over from _ the 
Cherokee strip, and says that the 
Creek Indians are not opposed to have 
Oklahama thrown open to settlement provided 
the Government purchases the Cherokee strip, a 
long and narrow country of about 6,000,000 acres 
which separates Oklahoma from Kansas. For 
this land the Indians were asking from $5 to $6 
per acre, having conceived extravagant ideas 
since coming in contact with the cattle men. 
Mr. Dawes did not think the purchase a good in- 
vestment, but seemed to be of the opinion 
that it should be made in order ‘to 
settle the vexed question. Besides it 
would mean the _ eventual wiping out of 
the Territory and tend to _ advance the 
cause of Indian civilization. The latter, he 
thinks, has mede great progress of late, and he 
has seen evidences of permanent improvement. 
If the Indians bad no longer a separate territory 
they would have to be treated like other citi- 
zens, and their individual land holdings, the 
value of which they were beginning to realize, 
would give them a fair start in competition with 
the white men. The Creek Indians were anxious 
to have the Oklahoma question settled, but 
seemed to be stubbornly opposed to any other 
solution than that offered by the purchase of 
the Cherokee strip. 


THE MOEN-WILSON MYSTERY. 
PROVIDENCE, R.1., June 9.—The answer 
filed by P. L. Moen’s counsel te the declaration 
filed by ** Doc” Levi Wilson in his suit against 
the Worcester millionaire has not been re- 


ceivei by Wilson’s counsel as yet, but they 
will bave a copy of it here to-morrow. 
Like the declaration the answer is vague 
as to the real merits of tne now celebrated 
case. Mr. Moen, in his answer, says that he 
holds Wilson’s notes for various sums given 
prior to 1882, which it is inferred will be brought 
in as an offset, and this much is now said of the 
notes—that they were given by Wilson, as Moen 
declares, but they were given simply as accom- 
modation paper, and were without consideration. 
The notes, it is alleged, were written by Wilson 
and signed by him at Moen‘s request and 
for a purpose. The $20,000 paid to Wilson 
by Moen was long after the date of 
the notes, and for this $20,000 it is 
claimed that Moen holds none of Wilson’s 
notes. Itissuggested as quite remarkable that 
with the large claim represented by the notes 
Moen should make a further loan of nearly 
$25,000, and that the payment of the notes should 
be claimed when it has already been asserted 
in Worcester that Moen settled in full with Wil- 
son in 188% The hint was dropped to-day that 
the explanation of the making of the notes, and 
why Wilson signed them, would open up the en- 
tire mystery which surrounds the transactions 
of these two men.

HER FIRST FAST MILE THIS 

YEAR IN 2:13 3-4. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 9.—Rebert Bonner, 

of New-York, the owner of Maud S., came over

to Philadeiphia this morning, accompanied by the: 


farrier who shoes his trotting horses, and drove 
out to Belmont to see his favorite. In a 
red leather Gladstone bag which the farrier 
ewung in one hand was a present for the hand- 
some chestnut mare—a pair of new steel shoes, 
which her proud owner had come to see put on. 
They weighed just 18 ounces each. The intelli- 
gent mare gave a whinny of recognition when 


Mr. Bonner, accompanied by William Bair, 
her trainer, and Col. A. Louden Snowden, 
entered the comfortable room which by 
habit is termed her stall. Her old shoes 
were carefully taken off, and Mr. Bonner bal- 
anced them on ascale and found that one had 
been worn away in weight — to two ten-cent 
pieces, and the other had lost in weight what 
was equivalent to that of a quarter-doliar. The 
new shoes were put on, Mr. Konner superintend- 
ing each minute detail of the operation, and the 
mare-was taken out on the track for her usual 
exercise, a three-mile jog. 

The weather was beautiful, but a stiff breeze 
blew from the southeast, and Bair said the 
track was a little too hard for ag tty a A more 
handsome piece of horseflesh could hardly be 
imagined than Maud 8S. when she walked past 
the grand stand, where her owner and Col. 
Snowden sat holding stop watches in their 
hands. Her’ chestnut brown coat glis- 
tened like silk. Two great intelligent eyes 
looked from side to side, as if their owner was 
afraid of missing something of what was trans- 
piring about her, and Rair seemed to have all he 
could doto keep her from frisking off into a 
trot. The first mile she made in 2:35, and when 
Bair came in and she had been taken to her 


room to be rubbed down he told Mr. Bonner of 


her skittish ways. 

“It was all I could do to keep her from touch- 
ing the fence as she went round the curves,” 
said the trainer. ‘She seems to say to herself, 
*I will see bow fast I can get around these 
places,’ and so she curves her body, and [ have to 
use both hands to hold herout. Then on the 
last quarter, where there is a little rising ground, 
she always makes a rush to get over the spot, 
and I have to hold her pretty hard.” 

The mare’s new shoes seemed to fit her very 
nicely, although, on account of their being 
lighter than her old ones, Bair was obliged to 
weight them until she becomes more accustomed 
tothem. Mr. Bonner and Col. Snowden satin 
the grand stand and talked about horsetiesh dur- 
ing the heats. The little mare trotted a secona 
mile in 2:2444, and when Bair joined Mr, Bonner 
he promised to let the impatient mare have her 
own way alittle more when she came out for 
the third mile. 

During the interim Mr. Bonner talked about 
his success in shoeing fast horses. ‘A horse’s 
hoots must, first of all, be perfectly level,” he 
said, ‘‘and, of course, the shoe must be made 
level. Toinsure that I use asmall slab of mar- 
ble on which | try the shoes after they are fin- 
ished, and then I am sure of an even surtace.”’ 
While the conversation was going on in the 
grand stand Buir brought out Maud 8. for her 
third mile and the stop watches were again 
brought into requisition. 

Bair walked the mare round the track, and 
then, as he let her out before passing the stand, 
nodded bis head for the word. The little mare 
passed the first quarter pole in 35 seconds, while 
Mr. Bonner remarked as he looked after her: 
** You would scarcely imagine she was going so 
fast.’’ When she finished the half milein 1:0634 her 
owner said she was making ‘* pretty fast time,” 
and when the watches at the three-quarter 
pole showed 1:4034 Mr. Bonner. remarked that 
Bair was letting her out. Down the last 
quarter came the mare, her head in the air and 
her feet moving like parts of some wonderful 
piece of mechanism. The horsemen on the bal- 
econy of the hotel had risen up in excitement, 
with their timepieces before them. But Mr. 
Bonner only smiled proudly as the mare flew 
under the wire aud handed out his watch for in- 
spection. She had made the mile in 2:1334. All 
tbe watches told the same story, and Mr. Bonner 
smiling with pleasure walked to her stall to see 
her rubbed down. 

“It is the best time ever made by a trotting 
horse at this season of the year,” he said. 

The mare appeared as much pleased as any 
one else, and it took three grooms to prevent 
her from skipping about the place in her ex- 
citement. While she was being rubbed with 
brown Turkish toweis handfuls of straw, first 
dipped in a bucket of water, were given her. 
“She hasan awtul appetite,” said Mr. Bonner, 
caressing her, *‘ and it is only. natural, for she 
has An immense amount of vitality to sustain.” 

* She actually tried to run away on the back 
stretch,” said Bair, “‘and it was noeasy matter 
to hold her. Maud 8. was never healthier in her 

life than at present. I weighed her to-day, and 
she just turned 1,010 pounds. She isa trifle fat, 
bet that will be worked off in two or three 
weeks.” 

Mr. Bonner and his farrier left for New-York 
soon after. Bair has been instructed to put 
the mare in fast trotting condition, but her 
owner's intentions concerning her are yet a 
secret. A well-known horseman at the track 
to-day said that Mr. Bonner had promised to 
speed her at Cleveland in public this Summer, 





ON BIG BEARS TRACK. 


MIDDLETON AND STRANGE IN PURSUIT OF 


THE INDIAN CHIEF, 

Orrawa, June 9.—Dispatches from Gen. 
Middleton to-day state that he is following up 
Big Bear with great difficulty, the trail being in 
very bad and almost impassable condition. He 
has been obliged to leave tents behind and send 
bridging parties ahead to enable the troops to 


advance. He is confident that he can follow Big 
Bear whereever he goes. Scouts have reported 
that Big Bear is only 20 miles in advance of the 
General, who expects to overtake him to-mor- 
row. 

In the House of Commons to-day Mr. Lister 
inquired if any steps had been taken witha 
view to the extradition of Gabriel Dumont, and, 
if so, what has been done toward that end. If 
no such steps had been taken, is it the intention 
of the Government to apply for his extradition ? 
Sir John Macdonald said it was not usual to 
notify political felons of the steps that were be- 
ing taken to secure their punishment. 

Mr. Casgrain asked if any particular acts of 
valor on the part of volunteers were brought 
under notice, and was it the intention of the 
Government to recommend any of the soldiers 
to the Home Government for the Victoria Cross 
or any other reward. Sir John Macdonald re- 
plied that the question of rewarding volunteers 
was a purely military matter. 


FroGc LAKE, Northwest Territory, June 
5, via Battleford, Northwest Territory, June 9.— 
Gen. Strange’s column arrived here this evening. 
It igs making forced marches in order to head off 
Big Bear, who is thought to be making for Cold 
Lake, where he has supplies cached. Capts. Val- 
Jamey and Smith’s companies of the Winnipeg 
Light Infantry are with Gen. Strange, having 
arrived from Edmonton. The intantry force, 
including two companies of the Sixty-fifth Bat- 
talion, numbers about 325 men. The force is 
badly in need of mounted men, having only 35. 
Steele’s men are with Gen. Middleton, who is 
tollowing Big Bear’s trail. The men are in good 
health and will follow the Indians to the North 
Pole if necessary. An Indian cache was discov- 
ered near the trail to-day, and 50 sacks of flour 
and 13 sides of bacon were secured. Scouts who 
are just in report nosignsof the enemy. The 
weather is wet and cold.

In his confidential moods he was in 
the habit of describing to his friends a block of 


‘brick and marbie ‘houses he owned in_Philadel- 
phia. He apparently never lacked ready money. 
He dressed well, talked well, and was a stylish- 
looking fellow of medium stature, exceedingly 
quick and nervous in his movements. 

Although Calvert married Miss Hebberd 
against the wishes and knowledge of her parents 
the latter gave the runaways a welcome upon 
their return, and Calvert and his wife lived with 
the Hebberds. Calvert was also taken into tne 
real estate firm of 8. E. Hebperd & Son. Calvert 
claimed to bea nephew of Samuel J. Ran 
and talked so glibly of his other prominent an 
wealthy connections that credence was generally 
given to his stories. He finally became agent 
for the Park-avenue apartment house, and for & 
handsome row of houses on Hast Fifty-ninth-« 
street, the property of Richard T. Wilson. Ags 
agent for these properties he ordered all neces- 
sary repairs and collected the rents, 


Calvert found his office on East Fourteenth-. 
street insufficient for his needs, and he made use 


ot the office of a friend on the game street, west 
of Fifth-avenue. To the latter office his private 
mail was sent. His most reguiar correspondent 
resided last Winter in Chicago. Three letters 
per week arrived from that city, and three let- 
ters per week went to Chicago in return. Cal- 
vert was so anxious that his letters should ar- 
rive at their destination on time that he gener- 
ally put double and sometimes treble postage 
onthem. These letters were directed to ** Misg 
Eugenie Blair, No. 37 Warren-street, Chicago.” 
Caivert’s wife in the meantime had become a 
mother. In the beginning of the Winter Calvert 
paid his Chicago correspondent a visit. He in- 
formed his wife that he had gone to Philadel- 
phia on business. A couple of months later he 
paid Chicago another visit, again telling his 
wite that he had been in Philadelphia, 

Miss Blair, or Mrs. Robinson, it is supposed did 
not know Calvert was married, and it is said she 
had been told by Caivert that be had obtained a 
divorce forher from her husband. Hetold a 
brilliant story of his wealth and high connec- 
tions,and to prove that the former was no 
myth presented her with the deed of a mansion 
on Madison-avenue, to which he had nota 
shadow of « claim. In his bachelor office on 
West Fourteenth-street he had a aesk half filled 
with photographs of Genie Blair, and onthe 
Mantelpiece was a panel photograph of the 
actress. He noticed his colored office boy look- 
ing intently at this picture one day, and asked 
him why he did it. The boy answered, “Ive 
taken notes to her before, when she lived on 
Twenty-seventh-street.” Calvert asked no more 
on but kicked over a chair and left the 
office. : 

On April 9 Calvert told his wife that business 
would compel him to go to Philadelphia on the 
following day. Mrs. Calvert announced her 
wish to accompany him. He protested that he 
would be very busy, and would be .scarcely able 
to devote any time to her if she made the jour- 
ney. Mrs. Calvert promised to put up with 
every inconvenience. She had decided that she 
must know something more about Philadelphia 
than her husband had told her. Finding that it 
was no use to refuse, Calvert promised to take 
his wife with him. Half an _ hour be- 
fore train time Mr. and Mrs. Calvert ap- 
peared at the station with a couple of 
trunks and several sachels. Calvert's office 
boy was in the smoking room, according 
to orders. He carried Calvert's new overcoat 
and a couple of sachels. Calvert placed his wife 
on the Philadelphia train and lett her, as he said, 
to look after the luggage. He went into the 
smoking room and remained there until the 
Philadelphia train, with his wife on board, had 
pulled out. Then he had all the luggage placed 
on board the Chicago express and seated himself 
in a parior car. Calvert promised to send: his 
office boy his address, but he failed to do so, and 
he has not yet received a letter and telegram 
pe are addressed to his West Fourteenth-street 
office. 

When Mrs. Calvert found that her husband 
Was not op the train she returned at once to her 
home in Brooklyn. She was still unaware of her 
husband's unfaithfulness, but was in a very un- 
comfortable frame of mind. Her father, could 
give ber no information of Calvert’s movements 
and knew of nothing that should have taken him 
out of the city. Three weeks ago a brother of 
Calvert called at his office to inquire about him. 
This brother lives in Jersey City. He said he had 
not seen Calvert for several weeks. A week later 
Calvert’s cousin, a young man named Johnson, 
an attaché of a roller skating rink in which Cal- 
vert had an interest, called at bis West Four- 
teenth-street office for whatever clothing he had 
there.

Calvert’s friends assert that he is too shrewd 
to have married Miss Blair, and piace no cre- 
dence in the report that the pair were made man 
and wife in Chicago. When Calvert was. ar- 
rested for attempting to pay his hotel bill of 
$137 with a worthless check, and thrown into 
Jetferson Market Police Station, several of his 
friends attempted to see him. They were re- 
fused admittance, and he was not even allowed 
to receive his mail. It is considered odd that he 
should be taken to Chicago, when he could be 
held on a number Of charges here. That he wag 
not held here is due. some of his acquaintances 
say, to the objection his connections here have 
to seeing an account of his career in print. 

Had Calvert not been taken out of the city so 

romptly all of his creditors would not have ex- 
hivited so much forbearance. He is in debt to 
Mr. Wilson for several hundred dollars. Suit 
has already been brought against Mr. Wilson ta 
recover the cost of repairs to some of his prop- 
erty ordered by Calvert. Mr. Isaacson, of Ful- 
ton-street, would also like to see Calvert. Mr, 
Isaacson has a large collection of ferrets. He 
exterminated a host of rats for Calvert, and@ 
also drove an army of roaches out of existence 
at hisorders. He wants $150 for the job. Cal- 
vert’s treatment of his father-in-law is ona 
with his conduct toward his wife. On Saturday 
Calvert’s name had been taken from the real 
estate sign on East Fourteenth-street. A son of 
Mr. Hebberd, meeting one of Calvert’s acquaint- 
ances, said: “Calvert had better not show up 
around our place. He stole $2,000 from my 
tether, and has run off with Genie Biair.”

HOW WEST POINT’S GRADUATING 
: CLASS MAKES MERRY. 
THRONGS OF VISITORS AT THE MILITARY 
‘ACADEMY—BOTHERING THE PLEBES— 
_THE FUNERAL OF GEN. GROVER. 

Weusr Pornt, June 9.—The hotel keeper 
has reduced stowing away cots in odd corners 
to a mathematical science, and to-night is mak- 
ing inquiries to ascertain how many people pre- 
fer sleeping three in a bed to not sleeping in a 
bed atall. One hardly realized how suddenly 
the crowd had arrived until looking at the throng 
of people that followed Gen. Grover’s military 
funeral to the cemetery this afternoon. It was 
getting late when the coffin containing the body, 
draped with the national colors, was brought 
half way up the hill, resting ona gun carriage, 
and religious exercises at the chapel were dis- 
pensed with. The cadets were drawn up in line 
on the plain to receive itand escort it to the 
grave. After the band had played ‘* Nearer, My 
God, to Tnee” the funeral procession continued 
slowly on its way up the hill to the music of 
the dead march, the cadets walking with arms 
reversed, the Board of Visitors riding in a yel- 
low omnibus, and Gen. Merritt, with his staff 
officers and the Professors who knew the de- 
ceased following on foot. Gen. Grover’s hand- 
some black horse, wrapped from the nose to the 
knees in black cambric, with its master’s sword 
dangling from the empty saddle and his army 
boots reversed in the stirrups, stepped along 
close behind the coffin. It whined mournfully 
as the cadets fired three volleys over the grave. 

The ceremony over, thecadets hurried back to 
the barracks, and a few minutes Jater they were 
down at the seacoast battery sending huge shot 
flying over the waters of the Hudson at two 
targets, and firing shells from a big mortar high 
pver the summit of Cro’ Nest. The visitors were 
highly delighted to sce them soar into the air, 
dwindling toa mere speck in the sky, and then 
watch fora puff of white smoke among the fir 
trees to see where they exploded. The wind was 
high, but after knocking down one target at 
1,150 yards and splitting another one, the cadets 
went to their rooms and put on clean white 
trousers for dress parade. Studies are over now 
and they are having a week of enjoyment. 

So many of the ‘*“‘plebes’’ as were ordered to 
report to-day banded in their names to the Ad- 
jutant early and emptied their pockets on Treas- 
urer Spurgeon’s desk. They are allowed to carry 
no money while they remain on the post await- 
ing examination. If they fail the deposit is re- 
turned to them after deducting 60 or 70 cents a 
day for board. One young fellow from the South 
sat down in joyfulspiritsand penned a letter 
nome notifying his anxious parents that he had 
passed the doctors’ examination successfully 
anyway. Then he hurried to the hotel and 
asked for a postage stamp. The look of:dismay 
on his face when he began to feel around in his 
pockets for money to pay for it was ludicrous. 

**Gosh,”’ he exclaimed, ** that feller took every 
rent.” : 

In the innocence of his plebeian heart he 
yought advice of a cadet who was pacing up and 
down in his spotiess white trousers, the very 
model of amiable dignity. “Oh. yes,” said the 
cadet, listening with profound attention and 
never relaxing a muscle of his smooth-shaven 
face, ‘‘oh, yes, that is all. provided for.

The plebe put his letter in his pocket and sat

Last year THE Tress, in referring to the great 
improvement in the cadets’ mess under the 
management of Capt. William F. Spurgin, 
Treasurer and Commissary, suggested that as 
his term expired this Summer it would be for 
the best interest of the Academy to detail him 
for another four years. The Board of Visitors, 
after careful examination and inquiry, took the 
same view, and urgently recommended it in 
their report to Congress. Though it is not yet 
definitely settled, the probabilities are that the 
boara’s recommendation will be carried out, and 
that Capt. Spurgin will remain another four 
years on the post. The news will be 
very welcome to the cadets. Capt. Spur- 
gin gives the minutest details of the 
kitehen and storeroom his personal atten- 
tion. It is within the memory of officers now 
on the post when parents used to send their boys 
money to enable them to get an occasional 
Bquare meal at Delmonico’s, as the only restau- 
rant within easy reach is called. On oneoc- 
casion the cadets offered the strongest protest 
against unclean and unwholesome fare in their 
power by staying away from the dinner table in 
abody. It was a common occurrence to find 
beeties inthe soup. The improved conaition of 
the mess to-day is recognized by none more 
readily than the ex-graduates who come here to 
the Alumni meetings. The contrast between the 
daily bill of fare now and when they wore the 
cadet coat is strikingly apparent to them. 
And, as was remarked by the board in their re- 
commendation, the improvement has been 
made without any increase in cost. The 
average expense of giving each cadet three sub- 
stantial meals a day is less than 60 cents a man. 

Prof. Tiliman scored a strong point this morn- 
ing in favor of his new laboratory building by 
inviting the board and as many other visitors as 
the crowded limitations of the old one would 
permit to a very interesting exhibition of elec- 
tric science. Avoiding tedious technical descrip- 
tion, and with the aia of apparatus, Prof. 
Tiliman gave entertaining and instructive 
illustrations of the principles underlying 
modern electric lighting, the various sources 
of power, and the operation of dynamos. 
He aiso. displayed electric phenomena 
in vacuum tubes, with many beautiful 
combinations of color. The board was told of 
the value of a practical working knowledge of 
the science of electricity to soldiers in torpedo 
service and in establisbing means of communi- 
cation between troops. The cadets take up the 
study just after they have finished a hard course 
of mathematics andastudy of the languages. 
It isso interesting to them, Prof. Tillman said, 
that many of the class make constant applica- 
tion for permits to spend their Saturday half 
holiday in the laboratory.

The Alumni held a protracted meeting to-day 
but no reference whatever was made to Presi- 
dent Caldwell. The committee reports show 
that the Alumni raised during the past year 
$9,000 for physical training in the college, $1,600 
for scholarshships, and nearly $18,000 for endow- 
ments. It was resolved to petition the Trustees 
for representation in the board. .

HARTFORD'S RAILROAD STATION. 


_- 


CONSIDERING PLANS TO MAKE IT LESS DAN- 
GEROUS TO THE PUBLIC. 
Hartrorp, June 9.—The building of a 
bridge over the Asylum-street railroad cross- 
ing, which is a dangerous place, as the railway 
tracks of the New-York, New-Haven and Hart- 
tord and New-York and New-England Roads 
occupy 120 feet of the street, has been agitated 
for many years, and a year ago public-sentiment 
gotto beso strong that citizens secured the ap- 
pointment of acommission by the Legislature 
with power to compel the roads to furnish re- 
lief. There have been many hearings, and 
public patience has become almost exhausted. 
After it had been about determined to 
build a causeway inside of Bushnell Park 
and to span the tracks with an iron bridge, 
under what was known as the Howard plan, an- 
other project intervened, and finally a plan was 
presented by the New-York, New-Haven and 
Hartford Road to elevate the tracks so as to 
have the street, which was to be cut down three 
feet, pass under them, The commission then 
voted to adopt the elevated plan. Receiver 
Clark, of the New-York and New-England Road, 
has opposed every project in a variety of ways. 
He has criticised every plan, pleading insuffi- 
cient accommodations one day and the poverty 
of his road the next. His last call was for’three 
tracks for his road, though all the business of 
the consolidated road is done upon two tracks. 
At the last meeting of the commission the two 
roads were requested to present plans for five 
tracks. To-day the plans were submitted to the 
board. They are substantially alike, both ele- 
vating the tracks and providing in the lay-out 
for astation for each road on eitherside. The 
original elevated plan arranged for four tracks 
torun through the centre of a station and ail 
under one roof. The consolidated road gave an 
estimate of the cost of raising the tracks for one 
mile—the distance to be covered—building the 
bridge and approaches without pocinding the 
station, at $153,000. The New-England Road 
figured their plan at $185,000, exclusive of the 
station. 
William D. Bishop. who has been on the com- 
mission, eesigned last week, and Nathaniel 
Wheeler, another Director of the consolidated 
road, appeared in his place to-day. The exam- 
ination showed that both roads, which have 
seemed sometimes to be at loggerheads hitherto, 
have a common understanding, and desire to de- 
feat the elevated plan and go back to the old 
Howard plan. Mr. Wheeler wanted the com- 
mission to adjourn two weeks, so that the rail- 
road companies might get experts from the 
Pennsylvania and other roads to give their 
views, but after a long discussion in execu- 
tive session his motion was rejected. The 
board voted to have no more hearings, 
but to take into consideration the plans 
already presented. It is considered certain that 
the elevated plan will be supported. If it is, the 
consolidated road expresses a willingness to go 
ahead and perform its full duty, but the New- 
England Road will hang back to the last minute. 
A majority of the commission, which 1s com- 
posed of the three State Railroad Commission- 
ers, Mayor Bulkley, of this city, and Mr. 
Wheeler, seem determined to settle the matter 
now in proper shape. They feel that there has

DISASTROUS FIRE IN SYRACUSE. 
SyRacusz, June 9.—Fire broke out at 8 
o'clock to-night in John Q. Smith’s wholesale 
tin and sheet iron manufactory in Clinton- 
street. The flames spread rapidly to the Wells 
Block, the Pike Block, and the wholesale paper 
and printers’ warehouse of J. & F. B. Garrett. 


The fire was confinea principally to Smith’s four- 
story building. By far the largest amount of 
damage was done by water. The total loss 
will be $100,000, with an insurance of not 
more than three-quarters of that amount. 
The firms that suffer are John 9: Smith; 
L. J. Ormsbee, paper warehouse; J. & F. B. Gar- 
rett; L. J. Dodge, sewing machines; C. W. Os- 
trander, wholesale cigar and tobacco dealer; E. 
B. Fairchilds, retail gentlemen’s furnishings; F. 
CG. Howlett, rubber store; L. J? Hall, book pub- 
lisher and binder; E. B. Andrews, produce, and 
several lawyers and physicians, who lose libra- 
ries, &c., including Luke Wells, J. & C. Hamil- 
ton, and Drs. Cherry, Porter, and Stout. A dozen 
or more families are also losers. Frank Edwards 
was burned to death, and several others are seri- 
ously burned. 

While going to the fire steamer No. 4ran down 
Louis House, aged 19, who was on horseback and 
he was fatally injured. 





THE BALD EAGLE'S DEPREDATIONS. 

WALrTon, N. Y., June 9.—On Saturday L. 
Pp, Stebbins, a farmer living near Masonville, 
Delaware County, was standing with his son on 
one side of a field, looking at a number of ewes 
which were feeding a few yards away with their 


young lambs. Suddenly an enormous eagle 
swooped down on one of the jambs and, seizing 
it in its taions, rose with it into the air with ap- 

arent ease,and flew to the mountains. The 
ofty and almost inaccessible peaks in Preston 
Township, on the Pennsylvania side of the Dela- 
ware, in Wayne County, are among the few 
localities east of the Rocky Mountains where the 
bald eagle now makes its home and rears its 
young, They have been more numerous than 
usual in the Upper Delaware Valley this Spring. 
One nearly 10 feet from ~ to tip of its wings 
was captured in two steel traps that were set for 
it in Wayne County last week, and several 
enormous specimens have been shot.

THE GROWING OROPS. 
——p—— 
DISCOURAGING REPORTS OF THE WHEAT 
CROP IN ILLINOIS. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., June 9%—Secretary 
Mills, of the State Board of Agriculture, issued 
to-day advance sheets of the Illinois crop report 
forthe month of June based upon reports of 
correspondents representing each township in 
the State. The indications are from these re- 
ports that the wheat crop will be less than 
10,000,000 bushels this year, against 32,000,000 bush- 
els last year. The report goes on to state the 
following information concerning the Winter 
wheat prospects: ‘**The average condition of 
Winter wheat in the northern, central, and 
southern divisions of the State is not as 
good as on the Ist day of April. The 
farmers of the central and southern di- 
visions of the State are still engaged 
in plowing up Winter wheat that gives 
no promise of returning the expense of harvest- 
ing. It is shown by the report that less than 
one-half of the area seeded to wheat last Fall in 
the northern division of the State will be har- 
vested. Over two-thirds of the late seeding of 
wheat in the central division has been plowed 
up, and less than one-half of the wheat in the 
southern counties has been left standing. Ina 
large number of counties there will not 
enough wheat harvested for seed and consump- 
tion. The condition of the Winter wheat is up 
to an average in two counties in the 
State—Kendal!l and Stark. The prospects for 
wheat have not improved in the northern 
counties since April 1, 1855. The condition of 
Winter wheat gave encouragement for 73 per 
cent. of an average yield in the northern divi- 
sion, 74 per cent. May 1, and 66 per cent. June 1. 
The June report of Winter wheat in the north- 
ern division has not been so discouraging for 
many years as at present. The central division 
is not so promising as on May 1 and will not be 
three-fourths of a crop. The average in the 
various counties has not been more than 10 to 30 
per cent. In the southern division the average 
has been decreased from 58 per cent. of an 
average crop on Aprill to 42 per cent.on June 
1. Altogether the report is very mga geo 
and it is estimated that not sufficient wheat wi 
be harvested for home consumption.” 


Mempuis, Tenn., June 9.—The crop re- 
poe for May, to be issued to-morrow by Messrs. 

ill, Fontaine & Co., will say: 

“The condition of growing cotton and crops inthe 
Memphis district, which embraces West ‘Tennessee, 
North Arkansas, North Mississippi and North Ala- 
bama, upto the close of May presents, on the whole, a 
most flattering prospect. The'reportis the aggregate 
of 338 responses to 'etters bearing date of June 2. The 
weather throughout the district has been varied. In 
Arkansas and ‘ennessee the cool nights during the 
first half of the month were unfavorable to 
cotton and the plant in these two States is 
somewhat backward. Mississippi and Alabama 
report favorable weather durin, May, and 
cotton and corn are in fine condition. Generous 
rains fell throughout the district during the latter part 
of the month, followed by warm weather, which hada 
most beneficial effect. This is particularly true of corn, 
which in ail the four States is reported to be exception- 
ally fine, and with favorable seasons the planters of 
this district will produce the largest yield ever known 
in the history of farming. The responses were as fol- 
lows: Two hundred and ten report good stands of cot- 
ton, 6% report fair stands, and 66 imperfect stands. As 
to the condition of the crop, 184 report cotton in good 
condition, 90 in fair condition, and 64 in poor condition. 
Ninety-two report the crop earlier than last year, 202 
report it later, and 44 as about the same. wo hundred 
and sixty-eight report corn in good condition, 48 in fair 
condition, and 22 in poor condition.”’ 

LANSING, Mich., June 9.—For the Michi- 
oe crop report for June the Secretary of State 
as received returns from 172 townships. The 
weather during May was cooland dry, but wheat 
made good growth and the Southern four tiers 
of counties promise an average yield of 1714 
bushels per acre, which is one-fourth of a bushel 
better than the average for the past eight years. 
In the northern counties the yield per acre may 
reach 16 bushels, or nearly one bushel more than 
the average for the last eight years. With fa- 
vorable weather until harvest the aggregate 
yield in the State will exceed 25,000,000 bushels,

with last year: Oats—Acreage, 101; condition,

THE CONTEMPTIBLE TRICK PLAYED UPON A 


GANG OF LABORERS, 


Harrrorpn, Conn., June 9.—There arrived 
by boat from New-York this morning 71 Italians 
in charge of Frank Marcoand Tony Sangerala, 
who engaged them in New-York to work on 
gravel trains on the Fitchburg (Mass.) Railroad. 
Marco had engaged with Sangerala to furnish 
these men. They were to be shipped to Hart- 
ford at their own expense, and were to be trans- 
ferred from this city to Fitchburg by special 
rates obtained by James Ferris, who represented 
himself as Superintendent of the Fitchburg Rail- 
road. Marco and Sangerala had an appointment 
with Ferris at the United States Hotel this 
morning, and he rurnished each man with a pass 
to Fitchburg, taking $231 in payment for the 


passes, 

The whole scheme is explained by Sangerala as 
follows: He was at the railroad station in Bristo), 
Conn., last Saturday, and was approached by a 
good-looking man, who said he was in search of 
an Italian foreman to take charge of a gang of 
men to work on the Fitchburg Railroad. San- 
gerala said he knew a good man in New-York, 
Frank Marco, and Ferris, the ranger and al- 
leged Superintendent of the Fitchburg Road, 
advised him to go to New-York and get Marco 
anda gang of mentocomeon. Ferris agreed to 
pay $1 50 per day to each man. Sangerala went 
to New-York and completed arrangements with 
Marco, and the whole band came to Hartford. 
Ferris, after getting the money for fares, fur- 
nished each man with a green ticket which read 
as follows: 

‘ LABORER’S TICKET. 
Good for one second class passuge to Adams Mills. 
H. J. BEKMER, Contractor. 


The Italians went to the Union Railroad Sta- 
tion to take the cars for Springfield and there 
found the passes were useless, and suspected for 
the first time that they had been swindled. 
When they returned to the hotel to square ac- 
counts with Ferris he could not be found. Im- 
mediately after receiving their money he stepped 
out of the house and gotaway. The receipt he 
gave for the money read: 

Received from Frank Marco $281 on account of rail- 
road fare. ly’. J. FERRIS, Superintendent. 
The swindler is described as a tall, zood-looking 
man,stoutly built,and wearing a brown mustache. 
The deceived Italians lingered about town, wan- 
dering here and there, without money enough, 
in most cases, to buy a mouthful of food. They 
were loaded down with traps of all sorts—cloth- 
ing, bedding, Xc. It was finally arranged by 
the authorities that they should be sent out of 
town, and they will arrive at Peck-slip, New- 
York, by boat to-morrow morning. 





THE ALASKA BOUNDARY LINE. 

.Orrawa, June 9.—The attention of the 
Dominion Government has been called to a seri- 
ous difficulty which may at any time arise be- 
tween the United States and the Dominion 
Governments, through the delay in ‘definitely 
fixing the international boundary line between 
Alaska and British Columbia. The discovery of 
old in the Youkon district and on Iunac 
River, is attracting large numbers of miners 
into that part of the country. It is now 
reported that those who have taken up claims 
are unable to define whether they have located 
on United States or British territory 
for want of a fixed boundary line. It 1s also 
represented that the boundary line where it 
crosses the Stickeen Hiver is only imaginary, 
andthe enforcement of customs laws at this 
point has become difficult. Representatives 
trom British Columbia are pressing the Govern- 
ment to have a survey made at once in conjunc- 
tion with the United States authorities, whose 
co-operation they believed would be easily se- 
cured. Itis estimated by the Government en- 
gineers that it would cost from $4,000,000 to 
$5,000,000 to lay out a correct boundary line. 





HE DON’T BELIEVE IT WAS SUICIDE. 

Sr. Louris, June 9.—Lieut. L. K. Reynolds, 
United States Navy, son of George M. Reynolds, 
late First Auditor of the Treasury, who was 
killed at the Southern Hotel last week, is in the 
city for the purpose of having the Coroner's in- 
quest on his father’s remains reopened, new tes- 
timony heard, and the verdict of suicide re- 
versed, he believing that his father’s death was 
accidental. Coroner Nidla has refused to hear 
new witnesses unless the dead body ef George 
M. Reynolds is brought back here from Wash- 
ington for him to swear the witnesses over, ac- 
cording to law. Lieut. Reynolds is naturally 
averse to doing this, but will bring the remains 
back if the Coroner insists. It is said that there

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., June 9.—The South- 
ern Detective Association has discovered a clue 
to a murder committed in this city five years 
ago. A wealthy Georgian came to this city 
with alarge sum of money on his person. While 
intoxicated he went into a low dive on Market- 
street about midnight. He was robbed of his 
money and murdered with clubs and knives by 
loafers. To dispose of the corpse it was weighted 
with stonesand throwninto a vault. A barrel 
of lime was thrown into the vault to keep odor 
from arising. The saloon keeper, his wife, and 
two sons witnessed the pre ge The woman 
and husband have since died, but the sons are 
living and doing business in this city. One of 
the boys, while drunk, gave the matter away.

THE PITCHING RULE CHANGED. 

President Young, of the League, issped 
anorderto his staff of umpires yesterday to 
change rule 27 so as to conform to the rule of 
last year. The order took effect yesterday. 
This is the much-discussed pitching rule. Pitch- 
ers hereafter can deliver the ball as they see fit, 
and will not be compelled to keep both feet on 
the ground while delivering the ball, as has been 
the case since May 1. Atthe meeting last year 
when the new rule was adopted President Young 
was given authority to change the syle of pitch- 
ing if he saw fit. The new rule seriously affected 
Boston, Buffalo, and Detroit, and President 
Young thinks he is justifled in making the 
change. The rule which will hereafter govern 
pitching is as follows: 

“A fair balltisa ball delivered by the pitcher while 
wholly within the lines of his position and facing the 
batsman and the ball passing over the home base at the 
height called for by the batsman.” ys

Ferdinand Ward is reported ‘to have 
said, in reply to a friend who asked him whatthe 
thought of Mr. Fish’s letter published in Tux 
Trmxs yesterday: ** Thecommunication strikes 
mo as a masterly effort on the old gentleman's 
part to cover up his whole body by hiding his 
head.

I was sitting in my cell 
last evening and, although he has six indict- 
ments hanging over him in the State courts— 
and I don’t know how many in the United States 
courts—he was playing on the piano and singing 
some popular and lively air. I could hear the 
sound distinctly, and I thought to myself, if 
that man can sing, there must be some redemp- 
tion for me. Heisthe coolest band I ever saw, 
and if assurance will ever carry a man through 
he will be out of Ludlow-Street before long ana 
establishing a new banking house in Wall- 
street.”

THE NETTER BID NOT YET APPROVED BY 
THE: GOVERNOR. 

CoLumBus, Ohio, June 9.—The Sinking 

Fund Commissioners met in open session this 


afternoon. Several letters were read which in- 


cluded the correspondence that had passed be- 
tween the board and leading Eastern bankers. 
The minutes of the previous meetings were or- 
dered read, when the Auditor of State said: 
* Read it all —— —— them; they may think 


there is a nigger in the woodpile there.” 


Mr. Kiesewetter, at another time during 
the _ session, used language unfit for 
Gen. Robinson stated that there 
had been a misunderstanding by many that the 
bonds could not be sold, but only exchanged for 
outstanding bonds.

Iam bold enough to hope that I may 
acquire the information, the tact, the tolerance 
that are necessary in my position, and that I 
may justify the Judgment of the great man from 
whem I received my appointment. My cup of 
exultation and of pride is dashed with the ono 
bitter drop that I must leave this home of my 
manhood, But be assured, gentlemen, that [ 
shall not travel so far that I will ever forget you 
or this honor that you have done me,”

The fact was reported in the 
papers the next morning, accompanied by the 
announcement of the manager of the theatre 
that the ** Star Spangled Banner” would be sung 
that evening, and that the singers would be pro- 
tected. The theatre was packed in every part 
by Union men with avery slight sprinkling of 
secessionists. After the farce which was to pre- 
cede the main play of the evening the curtain 
was rung up and the singérs appeared bearing a 
beautiful flag and largely reinforced from 
the previous evening. The sreeting which 
went up from that packed assemblage 
Was something no one will ever forget 
who heardit. The cheering lasted fully 10 min- 
utes, and it seemed as though jit would literally 
split the slating onthe roof, ‘The singers were 
recalled four times, and the rest of the evening 
was taken up with applause and the rendering of 
patriotic songs. The few secessionists who were 
present crouched down in their seats and kept 
as stillas mice. James Lick was in that mem- 
orable audience, and no man cheered or shouted 
more enthusiastically than he. The next morn- 
ing he wrote in his note book, to be inserted in 
his will: ‘* For amonumentto the memory of 
Francis Scott Key, author of * Star Spangled 
Banner,”’ $25,000.

THE MOVEMENT MAKING RAPID “PROGRESS” 

AMONG CITY’ MERCHANTS, 

The movement in favor of closing stores 
early on Saturday afternoon is meeting with 
very general support,and promises to be in a 
large measure if not completely successful. 
The movement originated in a meeting of repre- 
sentatives of various business houses at the Ash- 
jund Houss, on April 21, for consultation as to 
the best methods to be pursued. A committee 
of three was appointed to visit the leading 
houses and solicit the opinions of the proprie- 
tors on the subjest. The committee visited about 
85 houses and found a general disposition to 
agree to early — on Saturday for the Sum- 
mer months. Arnold, Constable & Co. expressed 
a willingness to do so for four months in the 
year, and for the other eight months if the 
other houses in the trade would join with them, 
By the smaller storekeepers it was represented 
to those interested in the movement that it 
would be necessary to appeal to the public in 
the matter, as, if the people continued to go out 
to buy on Saturday afternoon, the storekeepers 
would have to keep open. With the view, 
therefore of appealing to the public, the commit- 
tee called on the Rev. Drs. liam M. Taylor, 
Howard Crosby, Day, MacArthur, Alexander, 
and Rylance, the Rev. Messrs. W. 8, Rainsford, 
O. J. North, N. B. Thompson, and others, who 
heartily favored the movement and pledged 
themselves to take up the work of appealing to 
the people, and many went so far as to express 
the belief that a half holiday on Saturday has 
become a necessity. The committee also received 
a letter from Assistant Bishop Potter, expressing 
sympathy with the movement, 

Throughout the movement the promotors of 
it have been governed by two cardinal prin- 
ciples—that no firm should be asked to losea 
dollar, and thatthe movement should not be- 
come associated with any opgentsation objec- 
tionable to business men. The houses which 
took the initiative in closing early last Saturday 
were Arnold, Constable & Co., itman & Co., 
B. L. Solomon & Co., Reed & Barton, the Gor- 
bam Manufacturing sennene, and the Whiting 
Manufacturing Company. -& J, Sloane, the 
carpet merchants, would also have closed last 
Saturday but for a slight misunderstanding, 
which has, however, been cleared away and the 
house will close next Saturday. The upholster- 
ing and furniture firms have also signed an 
agreement to close next Saturday. 

A resolution was adopted by the Directors of 
the Real Estate Exchange yesterday recommend- 
ing the closing of business houses atl P. M. on 
Saturdays during the months of June, July, 
and August; also granting ahalf holiday on 
Saturday of each week during the Summer to 
the employes of the Exchange, providing such a 
course does not interfere with any sales or other 
business of the Exchange.

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YACHTSMEN ENJOYING A PERFECT 
RACING DAY. 

THE BOSTON SLOOP THETIS’S CONTEST—THE 
GRAYLING, AGNES, MISCHIEF, DAPHNE, 
CROCODILE, AND ILDERAN THE WINNERS. 

The Atlantic Yacht Club’s first regatta 
éf the present season took place yesterday un- 
der the most favorable circumstances. The air 
was cool, but not uncomfortably so; the sun 
shone brightly, a brisk wind blew from the north 
by northwest, and the tide was at the last of tne 
ebb when the start was made. The breeze held 
all day, and all hands had a swashing time of it 
coming home on the wind. The regatta pos- 
sessed an additional feature of interest in the 
presence of the crack Boston sloop Thetis, 
which is here for the purpose of showing her 
taffrail to her New-York sisters and then asking 
to be allowed to sail for the America’s cup. She 
showed herself yesterday to be a well-sparred, 
clean-hulied boat, able to stand up well undera 
heavy press of canvas, but not quite good 
enough to put all the New-York sloops in her 
wake. She missed a struggle with the Gracie 
yesterday through the latter's tardiness in get- 
ting away, but she foundthe Mischief a trouble- 
some craft. 

The entries for yesterday were divided as fol- 
lows: Class A, schooners 72 feet and over; 
class B, schooners under 72 feet: class C, sloops 
55 feet and over; class D, sloops from 43 to 
55 feet; class E, sloops from 35 to 43 feet; class 
F, sloops from 30 to 85 feet. The starters and 
their time allowances were as follows: Class A 
—Republic, no allowance; Grayling, 7m. 42s.; 
Clytie, 12m. 02s. Class B—Haze, no allowance; 
Agnes, 8m. 53s.; Vidette, 10m. 18s.; Leona, 
19m. 54s. Class C—Gracie, no allowance; Mis- 
chief, 9m. 2ls.; Thetis, 7m. 18s.; Athlon, 18m. 6s. 
Class D—Daphne, 30s.; Enterprise, 2m. Iis.; 
Fanita, 2m. 2ls.; Rover, 2m. 42s. Class E—Croco- 
dile, no allowance; Phantom, 1m. 10s. Class F— 
Nomad, no allowance; Romeyn, 3s.; Lderan, 
Im. 42s. The course for classes A, B. C,and D 
was from off the clubhouse at Bay Ridge to and 
around buoy No. 8 off Sandy Hook, around the 


Scotland and Sandy Hook lightships and home 
to the southwest and westward of the Romer 
beacon; the course for class E extended around 
the Scotland lightship, and that for class F 
around buoy No. 8 A number of prizes were 
offered, including the Livingston memorial 
prize for the first boat homein class D, without 
regard to time allowance. 

‘The preparatory gun was fired at 10h. 54m. and 
the starting gun at 10h. 59m. 20s. The Thetis was 
hugging the line and was the first to cross at 
llh. Olm. lis. The others went over in the fol- 
lowing order: Republic, Mischief, Agnes, Gray- 
ling, Vidette, Leona, Haze, Athion, Ciytie, 
Romeyn, Daphne, Fanita, Nomad, Enterprise, 
Iideran, Rover, Crocodile, Phantom, Gracie. The 
wind was piping a lively tune and all hands had 
in reefs, the little fellows having their topmasts 
housed. It looked at the start asif the Gracie 
was not going. Long after the last-gun was 
fired a boatload of people boarded her. Then 
her anchor went up in a hurry, her headsails 
rose, she wore round on her heel, and kicking 
the seas from under her forefoot she rushed 
down to the line in a smother of milky foam 
under mainsail, jib, and flying jib. She started at 
lib. 15m. 20s. Going out of the Narrows the fleet 
lost the wind atrifie under the lee of Staten 
Island and the big ones sent up their topsails in 
short order. Some of thesmaller ones put up 
their topmasts and one or two of the schooners 
pet their maintopmast staysails. Spinnaker 
booms were lowered away and every boat made 
ready to run away from the wind. The Grayling 
led the fleet before they reached buoy No. 8, 
with the Republic close at hand, followed by the 
Mischief and Thetis engaged in a splendid strug- 
gie. They rounded the stakeboat off the Hook 
as follows: Grayling, 12h. 00m. 50s.; Republic, 12n. 
2m. 25s.; Thetis, 12h.5m.; Mischief, 12h. 5m. lés.; 
Haze, 12h. 5m, 20s.; Athlon, 12h. 8m. 433.; Agnes, 
12h. 8m. 44s.; Vidette, 12h, 18m. 45s.; Daphne, 

2h. 15m. 22s,; Leona, 12h. 16m. 55s.; Gracie, 12h. 
17m, 26s.; Fanita, 12h. 17m. 46s.; Enterprise, 12h. 
18m. 42s.; Rover, 12h. 22m. 40s., and the others 
straggling in the rear. 

The sloops sent up spinnakers in stops as they 
came up to the boat and broke them out as they 
went around. The Mischief had a little one, and 
the Thetisa big one. The Fanita’s was immense 
and pulled like a steam engine. The wind blew, 
sheets flew, and it took a whole crew to sheet 
home. The Gracie went up ahead of the Vidette 
on the way to the Scotland lightship, which 
they passed otherwise in the same order. The 
Mischief outsailed the Thetis going to the Sandy 
Hook lightship and rounded it ahead of her. The 
Grayling went around first of all at 12h. 41m. 16s., 
taking in her jib topsail. The Republic turned 
at 12h. 42m. 16s., and kept up her headkite. It 
was too much for her, and away went her jib- 
boom. The crew sprang forward to clear away 
wreckage, but the schooner was hopelessly left 
from that moment. The rest of the fleet round- 
ed as follows: Mischief, lh. 7m. 22s.; Thetis, lh. 
7m. 48s.; Athlon, lh. 14m. 18s.; Agnes, Ih. 14m. 
258.; Haze, lh. 14m. 40s.; Gracie, 1th. 15m. 82s.: 
Daphne, lh. 20m. 16s.; Fanita, lh. 2im. 42s.; 
Vidette, Ih. 22m. 24s.; Leona, lh. 24m. 26s.: Enter- 
prise, lh, 26m. 38s., ind Rover, 1h. 28m. 

After a short run on the starboard tack, nearly 
all hands went about on the port tack and made 
for smoother water near the Hook. Topmasts 
were housed and things made snug for the run 
on the wind. It was a straegling race home.with 
the exception of the struggle between the Thetis 
and the Mischief, which was fine throughout. 
The 'V'hetis had to put up her topsail, but the 
Mischief got the weather guage of her, and the 
Bostonian did not get in soon enough to over- 
come her opponent’s time allowance. The Gray- 
Jing won in class A, the Agnesin class B, the 

ischief in class C, the Daphne in class D, the 
Crocodile in class E, and the Iideran in class F. 

The Clytie did not finish, The summary is ap- 
pended.

RACING WITH PLENTY OF WIND. 
WINNERS IN THE REGATTA OF THE NEW- 
JERSEY YACHT, CLUB. 

The skippers of the New-Jersey Yacht 
Club had all the wind they wanted at their four- 
teenth annual regatta yesterday. Some of them 
had more than enough, for one boat capsized, 
one carried away her bobstay, one iost her bow- 
sprit, and several sailed the race under single or 
double reefs. The wind blew half a gale from 
the northwest and there was a heavy sea in the 
upper harbor. The fleet was anchored off Bed- 
loe’s Island by 10 o’clock, and at1l o’clock the 
preparatory whistle was sounded from the 
steamer Blackbird, on board of which were 
the judges, Regatta Committee, and friends 


of the racing yachtsmen. At 11:10 o’clock 
the starting signal was given, and three minutes 
and thirty seconds later the first boat. the Cate 
Cate, crossed the line. The Minnebaha followed 
alf a minute later,and then the George B. 
eane, the catamaran Duplex, the Sophia Emma, 
eteor, Charm, Truant, Hattie, Lily R., Dare 
evil, Growler, and Rambler, and last the cata- 
maran Nemesis, in all 14 boats, including 2 
catamarans, l cabin sloop, and 11 open boats. 
The Emily M., which would have made another, 
capsized On her way down from Hoboken to 
Bedioe’s Island, and her Captain and crew of 
four men were picked up by the tug Juniata. 
The course for the catamarans was from Bed- 
loe’s Island, around Robbin’s Reef buoy, Buoys 
Nos. 9, 16, and 13, and again around Robbin’s 
Reef and back to Bedloe’s Island. For all others, 
excepting the smallest class, which included the 
Cate Cate and Truant, the course was tne same 
as for the catamarans, excepting that it was laid 
direct from Robbin’s Reef to Buoy No. 13, leav- 
ing out the angie around Buoys Nos. 9 and 16. 
The small boats, after rounding Robbin’s Reef, 
passed through the channel to the east 
and north of Fort Lafayette and again 
around Robbin’s Reef to Bedloe’s Island. 
Most of the boats went away under single 
reefs. Others reefed by the time they 
reached the Lower Bay, and the Nemesis, 
the new catamaran, whose owners, Everson and 
d, had wagered considerable on her chance 
of winning, went into Stapleton and gave up the 
race almost atthe outset. The fleet reached the 
Lower Bay at about 12 o’clock. The Lily R. 
jibed around buoy 18 at 12h. 15m. 39s., and car- 
ried away her bobstay. The Meteor, Charm, 
Minnehaha, George B. Deane, Dare Devil, Hat-

HEAVY SALE OF FLANNELS. 


OVER 10,000 PACKAGES DISPOSED OF IN AN 
EIGHT HOURS’ SALE, 

Theannouncement of a peremptory trade 
sale of 10,000 packages of flannels and 1,500 cases 
of canton fiannels by order of Faulkner, Page & 
Co. attracted over 200 buyers to the auction 
rooms of Field, Chapman & Fenner yesterday 
morning. For nearly eight hours these repre- 
sentatives of the largest firms in the country 
kept up an active and spirited bidding, and at 
the close it was found that goods valued at be- 
tween $1,500,000 and $2,000,000 had been sold. 
Although the prices obtained were, in most 
cases, about 5 per cent. below those of the Sep- 
tember sales, and 10 per cent. under jobbers’ fig- 
ures, over 700 cases of goods not on the cata- 
logue were sold in the rush, and the firm of 
Faulkner, Page & Co. agreed to deliver the extra 
amount by July 1. In order to do this they will 
have to manufacture new material, so that it is 
safe to say that they were satisfied with the re- 
sults of the sale. ‘ 

The buyers bailed from all the principal cities in 
the country. Among them were representatives 
of E. Ridley & Sons, Dunham, Bulkley & Co., 
H. B. Clatiin & Co., Sweetser, Pembroke & Co., 
Teft, Weller & Co., H. Wallach’s Sons, Bates, 
Reed & Co., Bamberger, Bloom & Co., H. S. Jat- 
tray & Co., and the Syndicate Trading Com- 
pany, of this city; Greenebaum & Co., San Fran- 
cisco; Appleton, Lancaster & Duif, Jordan, 
Marsh & Co., and Hogg, Brown & Taylor, Bos- 
ton; B. Nugent & Brothers, St. Louis; J. 8. Mey- 
ers & Co. and W. M. Whitney & Co., Al- 
bany; Journeay & Burnham and Wech- 
sler & Abraham, Brooklyn; Barnes, SBan- 
croft & Co., Butfalo; Shoyer, Horner & Co., 
Cc. W. & E. Partridge, J. V. Farwelt & Co., Mar- 
shall, Field & Co., and Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co.,

The first lot on the catalogue consisted of 700 
cases of plain scarlet flannels. These were started 
at 1134 cents for the ** Essex” brand, and sold as 
high as 18% cents, which was readily obtained 
for 160 cases of * M. T. 8.’’ manufacture. Sev- 
eral hundred extra packages of this latter qual- 
ity brought 17% and 18 cents per yard. Among 
the more expensive qualities the prices ranged 
from 19% cents for XX scarlet to 25 cents for 
XXX, and 275g cents for small lotsor XXXX. 
Forty-seven cases of 3-4 scarlet Rob Roys, all 
wool, F. M. star, were worth 26 cents to nearly 
every one in the room, to judge by the way 
they jumped forthem. The plain orange, 24-inch, 
went for from 12 to 13 cents. In the 24-inch 
white flannels 70 cases sold rapidly for 
124% cents. Of the 3-4 white fiannels there were 
770 cases, the feature of the day. They were 
started by Claflin at 1334 cents, and after he was 
satisfied outsiders had to pay as highas 144% cents 
or do without. The 7-8 white flannel, Saxony, 
went up with a rush, from asale of 10 cases at 
21% cents to 23 cents, at which price several 
hundred packages changed hands. 

When the Quechee 3-4 flannels were put up a 
bid of 24 cents took about 150 cases, while the 7-8 
and 4-4 white brought from 24% to 27 cents. 
Newport Shakers sold for 744 and 7% cents.fand 
J.C. wool Shakers for 15% and 15°4 cents. Four 
cases of A A wool Shakers went for 49 cents. 

Lower prices prevailed among the Bristol 
domets, 5 cases ot 8-4 brown, not branded, cell- 
ing for 614 cents and branded for 6% cents. The 
new production of domets from the Standish 
Mills were in more favor, 25 cases of 7-8 heavy 
going for from 12% to 15 cents. There were 335 
cases of twilled royal blue flannels, which were 
started at 15% cents, but immediately went up 
to 17 cents, at which price the larger part of the 
lot were sold. The Wilton navy blues num- 
bered 260 cases and brought 1944 cents per yard. 
For the 175 cases of twilled mixed flanneis 1244 
and 1344 cents were obtained. The twilled white 
fiannels, 105 cases, sold for 144% cents and the No. 
1 for 27} cents. Over 500 cases of twilled scarlet 
flannels brought prices averaging 1544 cents. 
Nearly one-half of these were oversold. 

Among the canton flannels, of which there 
were 1,500 cases, the Pooles brought from 434 to 
6% cents, and the brown cantons, AA, 9% cents 
for 130 cases.

JURORS 
WITHOUT PREJUDICE. 

Recorder Smyth played musingly with 
the papers open and pencils on his desk in Part 
IL, General Sessions, yesterday afternoon and 
listened to the endeavors made by Charles W. 
Brooke in behalf of Charles A. Buddensiek and 
District Attorney Martine and his assistant, Mr. 
Nicoll, for the people, to secure a dozen im- 
partial gentlemen to sit as jurors at the trial 
of Buddensiek, set down for yesterday. That 
individual himself sat by the side of ex-Judge 
Fullerton, also his counsel, and listened to the 


proceedings perhaps a trifle less musingly than 
did Recorder Smyth. A number of citizens took 
the witness stand during the afternoon and 
failed to satisfy the juror seekers. Each person 
was asked whether he had read the newspapers 
concerning the Buddensiek disaster andif he 
had devoted his attention to the local reports, 
the editorial comments, or to both. 

“I have read very few newspapers,” said Isaac 
O. Shumway, a rotund plumber, “but I have 
felt that the laws of New-York were too lax and 
not stringent enough with regard to building.” 

“We are asking you about this case,” re- 
marked Assistant District Attorney Purdy. 

“TI know nothing about it,” was the answer. 
*““T bave only lived here five years, previous to 
which—” 

* Are you quite unprejudiced, Mr. Shumway ?” 

“Previous to which,” continued that gentle- 
man, calmly, “I have lived in Boston. Things 
happen in New-York that don't happen there. 
{Laughter.] JI am not yet acclimated.” 

In spite of the fact, however, that Mr. Shum- 
way professed to be without prejudice in this 
particular instance, he was excused. 

Hermann M. F. Randolph was called to the 
stand soon after this. ** Have you any prejudice 
concerning the case?” he was asked. 

“T have,” very promptly. 

“But,” said Assistant District Attorney Purdy 
insinuatingly, “‘evidence could remove that 
prejudice.” 

*“*No evidence could remove that prejudice,” 
was the prompt rejoinfer, while Mr. Randolph 
skipped nimobly from the stand and the court 
laughed. 

George C. Batterman stated that he certainly 
had prejudices about the case. “Could you 
divest your mind of them ?” he was asked. 

“T could.” 

“Would you do it?” 

“T would.” 

*“*He could and he would,” hummed Recorder 
Smyth. 

*“We won’t put him to such a mental strain,” 
remarked Mr. Brooke, and Mr. Batterman left 
the stand. 

The first juror selected was Charles A. Griffiths, 
who had *“*tormed an impression that some one 
was to be blamed and some one ought to be 
hanged,” but did not know to whom the punish- 
ments should be allotted. Mr. Griffiths was not 
sworn in yesterday. Mr. Brooke asked that the 
ceremony be postponed until to-day, owing to 
the fact that Mr. Buddensiek’s vew sureties were 
not in court, and if a juror were sworn in before 
their arrival the defendant would be forced to 
pass the night in jail. Charles Totten was the 
next juror selected, the task of finding the re- 
mainder being left for to-day. 





A PROSPEROUS EXCHANGE.

The Secretary of the Treasury has issued a 
circular ordering the suspension of the allowance of 
drawbacks on jute bagging exported as covering of 
cotton in bales under entries remaining unliquidated 


or to be made hereafter, and amending the general and 
special regulations governing the allowance of refund 
on salt used in curing exported meats so as to allow 
exporters, in case it is not practicable at the time of 
shipment to complete the entry for exportation of 
meats cured with imported salt, Or the entry for 
exportation of articles of domestic manufact- 
ure entitled to drawback, to file with the 
Collector a_ preliminary entry fully describing 
the merchandise, and declaring intention to export the 
same with benetit of refund or drawback, provided the 

reliminary entry be filed at least six hours before the 
ading of any portion of the merchandise. An ex- 
porter or his agent may file with the Collector of the 
port from which an exportat.on is made, a bill of pur- 
chase describing bags exported and to be exported, 
which bill must be accompanied by a manufacturer’s 
certificate, given under oath, identifying the material 
usedin the manufacture of the bags described, to 
which certificate reference may be made in export 
entries of such bags for identification of material 
used in the manufacture of the exported bags in 
lieu of furnishing oath of proprietor and foreman of 
manufactory on each entry. As now required, an ex- 
porter or his agent may file an entry of bags for a singie 
shipment made on a preliminary entry, or may com- 
bine in one entry several shipments made on prelim- 
inary entries, identifying the material used in the man- 
ufacture of the bags by reference to manufacturer's 
certificates and extracts from such Ccertiflcates. All 
such entries must be filed with the Collector of the 
port of exportation within 30 days after the clearance 
of the exporting vessel or vessels. An entry for meats, 
required by Article 964, General Regulations, as amend- 
ed by this circular, #nd an entry for meats exported, as 
authorized by this circular, must be filedin like man- 
ner within V0 days after the clearance of the exporting 
vessel or vesseis.

The Governor has filed a memorandum 
giving his one conclusive reason for not 
approving the bill to improve the sinking 
fund of this city. It is that chiefly urged 
upon his attention by the city authori- 
fies. He holds that the unqualified re-- 
peal of section 8 of the act-of 1878 would 
impair the obligation of a contract with 
the holders of the bonds now outstanding 
for the security of which that section 
It is unfortunate that the 
‘tact should have been invalidated by a 
failure to make an exception in behalf 
of obligations already assumed under the 
act of 1878. Under the circumstances the 
Governor seems to have had no alterna- 
tive but to withhold his approval from 
‘the bill. Among the bills signed yester- 


day was that limiting the height of build-.; 


ings in this city occupied for purposes of 
residence. This will put a stop to the 
erection of monstrous apartment houses 
which exclude sunlight from whole neigh- 
‘borhoods and soar beyond the reach of all 
appliances for extinguishing fires or sav- 
ing life. The Governor deserves credit 
for resisting the pressure of selfish pro- 
jectors of buildings of this kind to whom 
gental value is more than health or safety. 








The part taken by the Honfe Rulers in 
the defeat of the Gladstone Government 
does not augur well for the future of the 
country of which they are the representa- 
tives. They were quite frantic with de- 
light at the downfall of the Min- 
istry, which they greeted with cries 
of “Remember Mites Joyce!” and 
“‘Down with Buckshot Forster !” These 
exclamations seem quite irrelevant to 
the question whether the beer tax in 
England could properly be increased. 
But, apart from this, if Irish cries were 
to be evoked, would it not have sounded 
quite as well if the Home Rulers had 
shouted, ‘‘ Remember Disestablishment!” 
and ‘“‘ Remember the Land bill!” These 
two measures were proposed and car- 
ried through by the statesman over 
whose defeat the Irish members exulted 
against the united and desperate opposi- 
tion of the fparty of which these same 
members have made themselves the al- 
lies, Can any sane Irishman imagine that 
any good will accrue to Ireland through 
the supersedure of a Liberal Ministry by 
any Conservative Ministry whatsoever? 
Is there any chance that there would be a 


 achism in a Conservative Cabinet over the 





proposition to renew the Coercion act? 
The Irish members have served an effect- 
ual admonition upon Englishmen against 
entering into any compacts with them 
based upon the assumption that their 
course will be determined by an intelli- 
gent regard for the interests of Ireland, 








The Police Commissioners cannot do 
better than to appoint Capt. WILLIaMs, of 
the Twenty-ninth Precinct, to the post of 
Inspector made vacant by the promotion 
of Mr. Murray. He is a man of excep- 
tional qualities as a police officer, cou- 
rageous, active, firm, impartial, and 
highly trained. The accusations made 
against his integrity have been conclusive- 
ly disproved, and the most searching in- 
vestigation at hands none too friendly has 
never disclosed any foundation for them. 
His promotion would be a proper recogni- 
tion of exceeding merit on his part and 
an act of justice to the people of the city 
whom he has faithfully and skillfully 


served. 











Now that the President has appointed 
Marshals for the Chicago and Cincinnati 
districts there are not so many office- 
begging ‘‘ statesmen” in Washington, The 
office of Marshal in Chicago has been held 
by ‘‘ Long” Jonrs, Senator LoGan’s right- 
hand man, and a more active and infiu- 
ential politician never held an office of 
that kind. The working politicians of 
the Democratic Party in Cook County 
have been led by admiration of Marshal 
JONES’s political work to regard the office 
as one of great value in politics, and to 
demand that histplace should be filled by 
aman of the same kind in their party. 
The President has not yielded to their 
demand, In the Cincinnati district the 
oftice of Marshal has been held by Lot 
WriGut, whose unscrupulous political 
labors at the last election gave him unen- 
viable notoriety. The Democratic work- 
ers who longed to see a Democrat of the 
same stamp in his place are now regarded 
by their Chicago brethren as companions 
in misery, for they also have been disap- 
pointed. By his action in filling these very 
important places with men who were 
not recommended by the local workers 
Mr. CLEVELAND has earned the hatred of 
the Cook County organization and inten- 
sified the opposition of the McLean fac- 


tion. But the Cook County committee 


and McLean’s Cincinnati workers do not 
faithfully represent the sentiments of the 
whole people, nor those of the entire Dem- 
ocratic Party. 








A candidate for juror, if we may use 


that expression, was yesterday refused in 


the Buddensiek case upon a somewhat 
singular ground. The candidate had lived 
in Boston, and declared that he was not 
yet acclimated in New-York, and that 
“things happen in New-York that 
don’t happen in Boston.” The implied 
opinion that Boston was a more 
civilized city than New-York in 
respect of buildings and Buddensieks 
may have been reason for a challenge by 
the prosecution, but hardly for a challenge 
by the defense. The more a Bostonian 
considers BUDDENSIEK to be the product 
of his environment the less will he be in- 
clined to hold BUDDENSIEK to a criminal 
responsibility for merely complying with 
the local customs.

THE BRITISH CABINET. 


The fall of Mr. GLapsToNnE’s Ministry 
brings to light some of the peculiarities 
and some of the defects of the English 
system of government which have not 
usually attracted as much attention as 
they merit in this country. It is general- 
ly assumed by the admirers of that sys- 
tem that it affords a very perfect and 
adaptable mode of consulting the country 
and of getting the real will of the coun- 
try embodied in the policy of the realm. 
But asa matter of fact this is true only 
when there is but one controlling ques- 
tion at issue regarding which the voters 
are pretty sharply divided into two great 
parties. It is but a few months since the 
fate of the Government seemed to depend 
on the temper of the House of Commons 
with reference tothe fate of Gen. Gor- 
pon. A little later this question was com- 
pletely overshadowed by the dispute with 
Russia, as to which the Government first 
carried the House strongly with it and 
then encountered various losses that again 
brought it in peril. Then came the un- 
questioned, though not acknowledged, 
dissensions in the Cabinet touching the 
Irish legislation. And finally the Cabinet 
fell ostensibly on a vote on the budget in 
which the adverse majority was less in 
number than any one of several groups 
who voted against the Government. 

Now, it is absurd to say that on the face 
of this situation the fall of the Ministry is 
due to the definite opinion of the House 
on any one question or on its general pol- 
icy, or thatthe new elections must turn on 
any one question or on that general policy. 
The issues on which the elections must 
turn are not yet declared and are only 
generally made up, and the composition 
of the parties entering the contest is yet 
exceedingly doubtful. There will be, of 
course, the great body of the Liberals 
pitted against the like body of the 
Conservatives, but the former are now 
decidedly divided on the questions of 
foreign policy, Irish legislation, taxation, 
and domestic legislation with refer- 
ence to local government, while the 
Conservatives are not any more united 
touching these than the Liberals, and 
labor under the grave disadvantage of 
having the one end they have always 
cherished, viz., the restriction of the suf- 
frage, with what that involves, hopelessly 
and forever defeated. Under these cir- 
cumstances it is plain that the Parlia- 
mentary system has not on this occa- 
sion given to the country any more 
clear and distinct issue than our 
own system has sometimes given. It is 
plain also that the Gladstone Govern- 
ment has for the past year been weak- 
eved by its triumph in carrying the very 
measure—the extension of the suffrage— 
which it was especially expected to carry. 
Had the Ministry been defeated in that 
it could have gone to the country with en- 
tire confidence that its mandate would be 


ary system has brought about the fall of a 
Government with very little reference to 
the opinion of the country. 

Were Mr. GLADSTONE ten years younger 
there would be no doubt of the immediate 
result, as there is now no doubt of the 
ultimate result. Much will depend upon 
the endurance of the great leader. He 
has this fact at least in his favor, that he 
has got rid of a House in which his ma- 
jority was largely made up of men whose 
re-election his policy had made impossi- 
ble. He has been freed from the re- 
straints of the Cabinet, and he can go 
before the people to speak his mind can- 
didly, to avow his views exactly and com- 
pletely, and to explain them with his rare 
force and persuasiveness. If his strength 
holds out we shall have from him an 
exposition of the principles and pur- 
poses of the party he has so long 
led, and which, in a_ sense, he 
has formed, that will form a chapter of 
the greatest importance and the most in- 
tense interest in the history of the devel- 
opment of Liberalism, or, what is practi- 
cally the same, of orderly representative 
government on a democratic basis, 

It is amusing at this juncture to see the 
Tory journals denouncing the Ministry for 
resigning, and calling on them to “‘ struggle 
manfully in their painful situation.” The 
‘‘situation,” painful or otherwise, is not 
one of Mr. GLADSTONE’S making. It was 
made by the Opposition, and he would 
have been foolish indeed to relieve 
them of its responsibilities. Minis- 
terial government is not a one-sided 
institution. It involves equal responsi- 
bilities for those who hold power and for 
those who seek it. If politicians like the 
harebrained RANDOLPH CHURCHILL or the 
haughty and reckless SALISBURY or the 
irresolute Sir STAFFORD NORTHCOTE are 
to be left at liberty to badger and torment 
a Ministry at will and to defeat its meas- 
ures by a combination with factions they 
themselves despise, without being called 
on to replace it, there isan end of Minis- 
terial government as it has hitherto 
been practiced, and as it must be prac- 
ticed to do its work even half way 
well, Doubtless it would have been 
very pleasant for them to hold Mr. 
GLADSTONE like a caged bear, impotent to 
resist or to hurt them, and bait him at 


their own will, and doubtless it will be 


very annoying to them to have to try to 
work the Government for the remainder 
of the session with the motley majority 
by which they have overthrown him; 


but, then, they ought to have thought of 
that in advance. English politics are not 


a game in which leaders can expect to 
run with the hare and follow with the 
hounds. The Tory leaders have involved 
themselves in a plight from which they 
had no right to expect and ought to have 
had no hope that Mr. GLADSTONE would 


rescue them. 








THE POLICE FORCE. 

The retirement of Mr. WALLING from 
the place of Superintendent of Police 
cannot be called premature. It has been 
expected for a long time, and the act giv- 
ing the Commissioners discretionary pow- 
er in respect to the retirement of officers 
over 60 was understood, under the con- 
struction successfully sought to be given 
to it, to have been passed for the express 
purpose of bringing about the change 
which has now been made. 

Superintendent WaLuina had clearly 
earned his promotion to the Superintend- 
ency by efficient service in subordinate 
capacities. At the time of his appoint- 
ment, now eleven years ago, there was 
no question of the fitness of the choice. 
If as Superintendent Mr. Wa.uine has 
not. improved the estimation which he 
earned as Captain and as Inspector, it is to 
be borne in mind that the Superintend- 
ency of Police in this city is an office 
which it is eminently hard for the 
incumbent to carry as good a reputation 
out of as he carriedin. The only com- 
plaint that can fairly be made of Super- 
intendent WALLING is that he has fallen 
too much into the routine and the tradi- 
tions of the force, and that the traditions 
of the force are not good traditions. This 
is a complaint which is almost sure to be 
made of any man who has risen from 
the ranks to the top in an organiza- 
tion like the police force. He must 
have risen by observing the routine and 
conforming to the traditions, and it is quite 
idle to complain of him for not breaking 
the habits of a lifetime when he arrives at 
last and for the first time at a position 
which calls for the exercise of an inde- 
pendent judgment. It is at least doubt- 
ful whether a new man, who had proved 
his executive capacity in other work, 
would not be a more efficient head for the 
force than a member of it, and wheth- 
er the inexperience of such a man 
would not be more than compensated by 
his freedom from the acquiescence in the 
established order of things which expe- 
rience involves. Certainly this would be 
the proper course if it were assumed that 
a radical reform was needed. WHATE- 
LY’s often quoted remark that men who 
have long worked under a system are the 
best judges of alterations of detail and 
the worst of radical alterations in the sys- 
tem itself is particularly applicable to this 
case. 

Of course any reform in the police 
force must begin at the top, and the top 
is not the Superintendency but the Com- 
missionerships. The Commissioners are 
better aware of the weak points in the 
system of police than any outsider can 
be, although enough is known of these 
weaknesses to any man decently well in- 


the need of reform. The present Commis- 
sioners comprise men of more character 
and public spirit than most of their prede- 
cessors. Several of them are men whom 
nobody suspects of profiting by the abuses 
in the department, and it is to them 
that the public looks with some 
confidence for an attempt to rem- 
edy the abuses. If they did not feel 
warranted or found themselves unable to 
make a new departure in the appointment 
of a Superintendent, it is to be hoped that 
they will instruct the new Superintendent 
that his appointment does not mean a con- 
tinuance of the vicious features of the old

MR. LOWELL’S RETURN. 

Mr. JAMES RUSSELL LOWELL starts for 
home to-day after an absence of eight 
years in. the diplomatic service of the 
country. He was appointed to succeed 
Mr. CaLEB CUSHING as Minister to Spain 
in 1877, and three years later was trans- 
ferred to London to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Mr. JoHN 
WELSH, of Philadelphia. He has had no 
occasion in either position for a display of 
profound knowledge of international law, 
and has had no important negotiations to 
conduct. Had he been subjected to a test 
of that kind he might not have met the 
requirements so fully as he has done un- 
der the circumstances which have made 
his diplomatic career so successful. As it 
is, he has represented the country with 
entire credit, and in England especially 
his mission has served a very useful pur- 
pose, 

Perhaps in no way could this country 
have been better represented at the Court 
of St. James’s in the last five years than 
by a gentleman of the refined character, 
high culture, and literary attainments of 
Mr. LOWELL, who had the grace and skill 
as a speaker to impress his characteristics 
strongly upon the attention of the people 
among whom he was living. It was cal- 
culated to produce a favorable estimate 
of the American character, and to pro- 
mote a friendly feeling which must form 
the basis of wholesome relations between 
the two countries. Whatever occasion 
we may have hereafter to adjust differ- 
ences with Great Britain, there isno doubt 
that the task will be easier for the good- 
will that has been gained through the 
services of Mr. LOWELL in London, 

Those who maintain that Mr. Lowre.u 
has not been a fair representative of the 
American spirit and the American char- 
acter during his residence at the British 
capital cannot themselves have a high 
opinion of their own country. It would 
look better to claim credit for the high 
qualities of the Minister which have been 
universally recognized in England. Mr. 
LOWELL is in fact, and always has been, 
a thorough American. His writings are 
permeated with the American spirit, 
and in England he has never yielded 


anything of the outspoken independ- 


ence or the pride of country which 
marks the faithful son of the United 
States. That he is as familiar with the 
common heritage of history and literature 


of the two lands as any living man, that 
he is the peer in scholarship of the dons 
of Oxford and Cambridge, that he can 


hold his own in the most pretentious 
social gatherings with the flower of the 
British aristocracy should be a source of 


pride and not a cause for detraction, for 
at all times he has avowed his faith in 


democratic principles and upheld the 
honor of his country. He has maintained 
his simplicity of manners and his straight- 
forward expression of honest republican 
convictions on all proper occasions, Sure- 
ly ascholar and a gentleman may claim 
to be a typical American and have his 
claim allowed. 

We know of but one class of American 
citizens who have been dissatisfied with 
the manner in which Mr, LoweLL has 
conducted himself as Minister to the lead- 
ing Court of Europe. That class is to be 
described, not by its origin, but by its 
character. It is composed of those who 
think that an American Minister should 
be a boor; that it is his function to insult 
the Government to which he is accredited 
and the people with whom he is sent to 
live; that it is his business, not to._promote 
friendly relations and good feeling, but to 
lose no occasion for fostering alienation 
and producing international irritation. 
A blatant and bullying representative, 
with no sense of dignity or decorum, 
would suit their idea of American char- 
acter. But fortunately Mr. LOWELL was 
unfitted by temperament and training for 
such a role, and yet both his tempera- 
ment and his training are American in 
the best sense, and his countrymen will 
take pride in the belief that he has truly 
and fairly represented them, while he 
has in such aneminent degree won the 
admiration of their kindred in blood and 
in institutions, 











SANITATION AT SHORE HOTELS. 
The communication forwarded to the 


State Board of Health by Mr. E, A, Ma- 
son, of Sheepshead Bay, relates to a sub- 
ject—the sanitary condition of hotels and 
settlements on the seashore—that always 
deserves careful consideration and will 
probably receive more attention this Sum- 
mer than ever before. This complainant 
declares that drainage from the hotels is 
rapidly filling up Sheepshead Bay and pol- 
luting its waters and the waters of the 
neighboring wells. He also directs atten- 
tion to the water supply of the great 
hotels on Coney Island. While it ap- 
pears that there is a discharge of sew- 
age into the bay from the houses on 
its shore, his assertions concerning the 
water supply of the great Coney Island 
hotels seem to have been made without 
sufficient acquaintance with the facts, 
for the wells from which the water is 
taken are several hundred yards from 
the closets of which he speaks. Now that 
attention has been called to the matter 
the landlords of these great houses will 
doubtless be glad of an opportunity to 
show just how complete their arrange- 
ments for procuring water and getting rid 
of sewage are, and to convince their 
guests in this way that they have done 
all that could be done for their safety, 


The people know a great deal more now 
about the value of good drainage and 
wholesome water than they did five years 
ago. The outbreak of cholera in Europe 
has caused a general discussion in public 
and in private concerning sanitary laws 
and the danger arising from a violation of 
them. Those who leave their homes every 
Summer for the seashore or the mount- 
ains will scan the sanitary condition and: 
arrangements of hotels more critically 
this season than they have in the past. 
They will be more exacting in this respect, 
and those landlords who are acquainted 
with the latest developments of sanitary” 
acienca and have earnestly striven to 





ver that this kind of work pays. 

There can be no better advertisement 
for a hotel on the shore or in the hills this 
season than satisfactory proof that its 
drainage is perfect and its supply of water 
wholesome and in no danger of pollution. 
The people who are to live in these hotels 
have been holding the Health Boards in 
their homes to a strict account. They 
have learned the lesson taught by the his- 
tory of the fever epidemic in the village 
of Plymouth. Intelligent landlords will 
not fail to see how their own interests can 
be served by convincing these patrons that 
their hotels are as safe and healthful as 
the houses in the city which have been 
temporarily vacated. 

That there has been in the last five 
years marked improvement in the sanitary 
condition of the Summer settlements on 
the New-Jersey coast is shown by a very 
interesting chapter in the last report of 
the New-Jersey Board of Health. The 
facts in that chapter also show that there 
is still room for improvement in many of 
those settlements. In some of them the 
provision made for the removal of sewage 
is all that can be desired; in others the 
efforts of the State Board and the local 
authorities have not—or had not at 
the time when the report was written 
—caused improvements to be made 
that are sorely needed. We may have 
occasion to refer to this report again. 
That part of it which relates to the con- 
dition of the Upper Shrewsbury River re- 
minds the reader of the complaint made 
concerning Sheepshead Bay. That river 
is ‘‘ fast becoming a nuisance,” the board 
says, because residents are filling it with 
sewage. The board makes a suggestion 
that deserves attention. It is that all 
hotels and boarding houses advertising 
for and receiving guests should be re- 
quired by law to have an official examina- 
tion of their sanitary condition made every 
Spring. 








INTEMPERANCE IN CATS. 
The woman who was arrested the other 
day on the charge of habitual and disor- 


derly cat keeping was a melancholy ex- 
ample of the effects of intemperance in 
cats. She confessed that she habitually 
kept eighteen cats and their kittens in her 
rooms, and her appearance showed that 


she was wholly incapable of reformation, 


Intemperance in cats is a feminine vice, 
and it is very seldom that a man becomes 
addicted to it. The Countess DELLA 
TORRE, who is frequently brought before 


the London pglice courts, sometimes 
keeps a8 many as sixty or seventy cats, 


and other women almost as bad are from 


time to time mentioned in the English 
police reports. In some of these cases the 
thirst for cats is probably inherited, and 
in others intemperance in cats is due to 


moral weakness and absence of self-con- 


trol. Usually; however, it is misery 


which draws women to cats. They seek 
in the society of those demoralizing ani- 
mals forgetfulness of the miseries of daily 


life and a temporary excitement, the sub- 


sidence of which plunges them still deeper 
in misery. 

It is the common belief that a woman 
can indulge moderately in cats without 
any evil consequences. To a certain ex- 
tent this is probably true, That is to say, 
there are thousands of women who keep 
their one cat and are apparently none the 
worse for it. Still, it is unquestionably 
true that itis dangerous to tamper with 
cats. The unhappy victims of the cat 
passion who are dragged before the 
courts would have escaped degradation 
had they never touched cats. It may 
safely be asserted that not one 
of those degraded creatures foresaw 
when she kept her first cat the wretched 
fate that awaited her. Total abstinence 
from cats of every age is the price of 
safety, and it is a price which no one 
should hesitate to pay. Even if a woman 
knows that she herself can indulge ina 
single cat without danger of becoming in- 
temperate she should reflect upon the evil 
effect which her example may have upon 
other women, and should abstain wholly 
from cats lest she should be the means of 
her neighbors’ fall. 

The passion for cats, whatever may be 
its origin in any individual case, is the 
sure ruin of the wretched woman who 
yields to it. Under the fatal fascination 
of cats she loses all interest in high and 
noble things. She neglects her proper 
occupation and forgets her friends. She 
cares for nothing but to shut herself up in 
her room and there indulge in reckless 
and prolonged intemperance in cats. At 
a later stage in her career she loses 
all sense of shame, and does not 
hesitate to show herself surrounded 
by cats; She reduces herself to abject 
poverty by squandering her money on 
cats, and if she escapes imprisonment as 
a disorderly cat keeper she is finally 
found dead in the midst of her cats. The 
possibility of such degradation could 
hardly fail to deter any woman from in- 
dulging in cats were it placed fairly be- 
fore her, and it is the duty of philan- 
threpic women to leave no means untried 
to promote total abstinence from cats 
among those of the weaker sex. 


In order to make the Saturday after- 
noon closing movement successful those 
people who have been accustomed to de- 
vote that particular half day to shopping 
will be called upon to exercise some self- 


denial. Shopkeepers will be reluctant to 


‘lose trade in giving their employés a half 


holiday, and some may be tempted to keep 
out of the movement in the hope of in- 
creasing their trade at the expense of 
others, unless the force of custom can be 
given to the practice of closing. This re- 
quires the co-operation of customers, who 
should help establish the fact that no trad- 
ing is to be done on Saturday afternoon 
during the Summer.

WASHINGTON, June 9.—The following 
dispatch has been received at the War Depart- 
ment from Major-Gen. Schofield dated Chicago, 
June 6:

Davis, commanding the 
60 scouts that went out from Apache,and who under 
Chatto have been in the immediute vicinity of the 
hostile Indians much of the time in the Mogallon and 
Black Ranges, in New-Mexico, telegraphed yesterday 
from Duncan, Arizona,on Arizona and New-Mexico 
line. that the Indians

der. No further details, but from this and the disap- 
pearance of the Indians for the past three or four days 
from the eastern slope of the Biuck Kange it would 
seem they have doubled back and are pushing as rapid- 
ly as possible for Mexico, with Davis and his scouts at 
their heels.” 


The agent at San Carlos Indian Reservation 
has telegraphed the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs that he bas thoroughly investigated the 
reported theft of horses by tne Indians of that 
agency near Giobe, on the 4th inst., and finds it 
to be incorrect. 

TOMBSTONE, Arizona, June 9.—Intelli- 
gone was received here Sunday that three men 

ad been killed by Indians in Sonora. Yester- 
day morning information was received to the 
effect that the Apaches were at the Scott & 
White ranch. This information caused great 
excitement here, which was intensified by the 
arrival of several men with tne news that In- 
dians were in Swisshelms. Capt. How, in com- 
mand of Company E, of the National Guards, 
telegraphed to Prescott for orders, and_received 
the following in reply from Acting Governor 
Van Arman: “Pursue all marauding Indians 
and force the fighting. When the trails get fresh 
don’t camp, but push on.” A petition is in cir- 
culation to aid in sending a representative to 
bi nga to show the true status of Indian 
affairs. 





HONORING THE DEAD ARCHBISHOP. 

MONTREAL, June 9.—The remains of thse 
late Archbishop Bourget will lie in state at the 
Church of Sault au Recollet tili Thursday after- 
noon. The Pontifical Zouaves form a guard of 
honor. On Thursday a solemn libera will be 
celebrated, and it is expected that over 50 Bishops 
and 1,000 priests from all parts of the continent 
will be present. A grand procession will be 
formed and the remains of the late Archbishop 
will be placed on his throne dressed in his pon- 
tifical robes and carried under a magnificent 
canopy to Notre Dame Church, where, it is ex- 
pected, they will arrive at 6 o’clock in 
the evening. There will then be an office 
des morts in the church, and the remains 
will pve exposed until the next worning, 
while the large bell will toll at intervals. At 9 
o’clock on Friday morning there will be asolemn 
service in the church. All the benchesin the 
sanctuary will be occupied by Bishops and eccle- 
siastical dignitaries. The remains will then be 
removed to the Church of Notre Dame de Pitié, 
where Mer. Lartigne, the first Bishop of Mon- 
treal, is buried. Services will be held there till 
Saturday, when the two bodies will be removed 
to St. Peter’s Cathedral, and buried under one of 
the pillars. Over 50,000 visitors may be expected 
in the city on Friday and Saturday from all 
parts of the Statesand Canada. The City Council 
hold a special meeting to-morrow to pass resolu~ 
tions of condolence.

Panis, June 9.—A dispatch from Tien- 
#sin states that the treaty of peace between 
France and China was signed to-day. 

M. de Freycinet, French Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, in the Chamber of Deputies this evening 
confirmed the announcement that the treaty of 
peace between France and China had been 
higned at 4 o’clock P. M. :o-day at Tien-Tsin. 

Col. Herbinger, who commanded the French 
troops during the disastrous movements attend- 
ing their evacuation of Langson, has requested 
Gen, Campenon, Minister of War, to order his 
conduct in Tonquin to be investigated by a 
court-martial. Gen. Campenon nas, in response 
to this request, decided that as all the 
witnesses necessary to the desired inquiry are 
stilt in Tonquin, Col. Herbinger shall return 
thither and place himself at the disposal of Gen. 
Courcy, the present French Commander-in- 
Chief in Tonquin. The latter will be instructed 
to institute a regular inquiry into the conduct 
of the evacuation movements, and upon the re- 
sult of this mquiry the War Department will 


decide whether Col. Herbinger shal! be court- 
martialed or sent before a council of inquiry.

4 STRANGE STORY FROM A MERCHANT WHO 
WAS IN KHARTOUM. 

Lonpon, June 9.—a dispatch from Cairo 
@ays: ‘“‘Some excitement bas been created here 
among the English officials and residents by the 
arrival of a Coptic merchant from Khartoum. 
He states that he witnessed the capture of Khar- 
toum, and that immediately after the massacre of 
the garrison the Mahdi demanded the head 


of Gen. Gordon for a trophy, but his warriors 
produced the head of the Austrian Consul, Mr. 
Hansal. Whe the mistake was discovere: a 
second search was ma ie for Gen. Gordon, but 
the Mahdi’s followers were unable to find any 
trace of the heroof Khartoum. They found 
several other Europeans, but no «iocuments 
were found on their clothes to show that either 
of them was Gen. Gordon. The Copt says that 
it is possible Gen. Gordon, seeing that all was 
lost, may have escaped to the southward.” 


Paris, June 9.—The Suez Canal Commis- 
sion resumed its session to-day. All the mem- 
bers were pre-ent.

10. It is generally believed that the proposals 
will be rejected. The reason assigned for this 
belief is that, although they make certain con- 
cessions, they do not a the principle of 
a permanent internationai control to secure the 
free navigation of the canal.

fHE SPANISH CHOLERA OUTBREAK. 

Maprip, June 9.—The Guardia Civile 
have evacuated their barracks owing to the 
breaking out of cholera there. Of four cases in 
the barracks three proved fatal. Tbe men are 
now encamped in a village on the outskirts of 
the city. Measures are being taken to fumigate 


and disinfect the barracks; also all private houses 
in which cholera has made its appearance. 
There were seven fresh cases of cholera in Val- 
encia yesterday. All persons arriving in Val- 
encia by seaare subject to three days’ observa- 
tion, and all persons wishing to leave the city 
must show a properly attested certificate of 
goodhealtnp. All persons arriving from towns 
where there are cholera cases are promptly sent 
to the lazarettos. 

There were eight suspected cases of cholera 
reported here yesterday. There was also a 
rumor that four deaths had occurred from the 
same disease. In the Cortes Seiior Romero y 
Robledo, Minister of the Interior, made a state- 
ment which confirmed the truth of the report of 
go outbreak of cholera in Valencia. He denied, 
however, that any authenticated case of cholera 
bad yet appeared in Madrid. The Government, 
said the Minister. would readopt the extraorai- 
mary precautionary measures taken during the 
outbreak of the disease in 1884, when it erected 
lazarettos and established cordons of troops for 
the purpose of isolating the districts infected.

SETTLING THE COLERIDGE CASE. 
LONDON, June 9.—It is announced to-day 
that the terms of the settlement of the slander 
case of Mr. Charles Warren Adams against Lord 
Coleridge have been arranged as follows: The 
Lord Chief-Justice settles an income of £600 
yearly on his daughter, Miss Mildred, on 


the occasion oof her marriage to Mr. 
Adams, and the legal disputes are to 
be referred to arbitration. In the con- 
ference attending the compromise Mr. Bernard 
Coleridge, the defendant’s son, stated that the 
letter he had written to his sister Mildred, and 
on which Adams based his /ibel suit of last year, 
was written in confidence and was based on 
statements made to him by other persons, and 
which he believed at the time.

THE MEXICAN WATERSPOUT. 


OVER 200 LIVES LOST IN ONE PLACE— 
MUCH PROPERTY DESTROYED. 

Et Paso, Texas, June 9.—Further par- 
ticulars of the fearful waterspout which burst 
near Lagos, Mexico, on the 6th inst., were re- 
ceived here to-night. The loss of life proves to 
be greater than at first reported. 

At Puebla Cuaranta the rushing waters in a 
few minutes rose to the height of 25 fee. 
This great flood swept everything before it, 
and at that place alone over 200 lives 
were lost. Great distress prevails along 
the entire valley, and immeaiate relief is greatly 
needed. Particulars from other points have not 
yet been received. The large city of Guanajuato 
was flooded also by a tremendous waterspout 
which did fearful damage. The waterspout 


burst at a point about a mile abovethe city, and 
in a few minutes rushing waters to the depth of 
six feet covered the very centre of the city. 

A complimentary amateur performance in 
honor of the Governor and ex-President Man- 
uel Gonzales was in progress at the theatre at 
the time the waterspout burst. The building 
was crowded with the élite of the city. 
When an alarm was sounded, at about 
10:30 o'clock, a wild panic ensued in the theatre. 
Ladies fainted and al! seemed frenzied with fear, 
Everyone rushed for the door, trampling the 
weak under foot. The scene was indescribable. 
many persons were fatally injured. 

The force of the flood down the streets broke 
open many doors, The office of the Singer Sew- 
ing Machine Company had six feet of water in it, 
and many other buildings suffered likewise. The 
damage is estimated at over $100,000. The prin- 
cipal sufferers are Abregon & Co., Lorenzo Mar- 
gruez, and the Singer Sewing Machine Company. 
It is not yet known how many lives were lost. 





ASSAULIING AN EDITOR, 


MRS. GOUGER ATTACKS THIRD AUDITOR 
WILLIAMS WITH AN UMBRELLA. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 9.—Third Au- 
ditor Willams, who is editor and proprietor of 
the Lafayette Sunday Times, and is now at home 
on a short visit, was attacksd on the street yes- 
terday by Mrs. Helen M. Gouger, ihe prominent 
woman suffragist, and struck on the head with 
asun umbrella. Col. Williamas struck back with 
a small cane he had in his hand, raising a decided 
welt upon the lady’s face. The parties then 
separated, Col. Williams going into the Lahr 
House near by, and Mrs. Gouger going to ber 
attorney’s office, 

A Lafayette dispatch says: ‘* The cause of the 
trouble was an article in the Sunday mes, in 
which the ladies of the Christian Union were 
spoken of as baving met at a questionable place, 
they having met at Mrs. Gouxer’s house. Col. 
Wiliiams returned from Washington Saturday, 
and Mrs. Gouger attributed the articie to him, 
though he says he knows nothing whatever 
about it, his son being the editor. Mrs. Gouger 
will be remembered as the plaintiff in the cele- 
brated slander suit agaist Harry Mandler, 
Chief of Police, two years ago, the Chief hav- 
ing asserted that he saw her coming from 
ux lawyer’s office at midnight. After 15 weeks’ 
trial the jury gave Mrs. Gouger judgment for 
$5,000. The occurrence has revived all the ani- 
mosities of that memorable suit, and Mrs. 
Gouger’s attack is the one topic of conversa- 
tion. Mrs. Gouger says she tried to get her hus- 
band te chastise Col. Williams, but he declined 
to do so,and she prepared to defend herself 
hereafter. Of course Col. Williams was not 
responsible for the article which so aroused Mrs. 
Gouger’s ire. but there is a bitter feud between 
the parties growing out of the old trouble.”

The anti-Foraker men have secretly caucused 
to-night, and decided to issue a circular to-mor- 
row giving in cold tigures a statement of his 
weakness as a vote-drawing power in 16 of the 
counties of the State most necessary to carry, 
and comparing his vote with that of Garfieid in 
1880 and Biaine in 1884. They regard it as a 
power!u! document, although some think it will 
do its projectors more harm than good.

NEw-ORLEANRS, La., June 9.—Dr. Fowler, 
of Gretna, Jefferson Parish, on the west bank 
of the Mississippi River, and just above this 
city, reported at the office of the Board of 
Health here to-day that a child aged 246 years, 
whom he had been attending, had yesterday 
died with all the indications of yellow fever.

The dociors failed to hold a post-mortem exami- 
nation on the body, but came to the conclusion 
that the case was a suspicious one.

BLAIR AGAINST THE FIELD,

THE OUTLOOK IN NEW-HAMPSHIRE’S SEN- 
ATORIAL CONTEST. 

ConcorD, N. H., June 9.—The legislators 
have returned to the capital to-day and the Sen- 
atorial canvass is resumed with vigor. No one 
is able to predict what the result wi!l be, though 
the relative strength of the leading candidates 
is some degree apparent. Senator Blair is 
against the field and hasa good lead over any 
opponent. He is developing surprising strength 
in all parts of the State, and it is not a good 


commentary on the intelligence and insight of 
the people ot the State that he has been 
able to create such an impression on 
the public mind by his performances in 
Washington. His weakness is in some degree 
his strength in this contest. He rides every 
hobby that he discovers, anc for each cause that 
_he has championed he now secures a few votes. 
Temperance fanatics Jook upon him as their 
leader; friends of education are captured by. his 
identification with the National Education bill, 
and woman suffragists claim him astheir own. 
Blair has also not identified himself with any 
faction or been deemed a ring politician, so that 
he does not antagonize the elements which ex- 
Senater Rollins had to meet two years ago. The 
opposition to him is not organized, and there is 
a lack of leadership. 

Ex-Secretary Chandler is not displaying his 
customary energy and alertness in this struggle. 
He is not making a canvass which indicates any 
real earnestness in his candidacy. His pro- 
nounced supporters are few, and without en- 
thusiasm. It may be set down as certain that 
whether he makes a sharp effort or not he can- 
not be elected. He is looked upon with distrust, 
and a large element inthe party will never sup- 
port him. Mr. Cnandler has intimated that he 
does not regard the caucus as binding, and 
that a refusal to abide by its de- 
cision may be justifiable. This attitude is 
amusing for a man with his political history, 
but in such a course he sees his only chance, and 
that isaslight one. It will not be easy for any 
man to lead his supporters in a body out of the 
caucus because he does not happen to be the 
nominee. The nomination of almost any one 
but Chandler by a caucus will command the 
a, united support of the Republicans. 

he members manifest an indisposition to enter 
upon a contest out of which they can see no ad- 
vantage coming.

As matters look now only the nomination of 
Rollins or Chandler can precipitate such a strug- 
gle, and neither of these events is probable. 
Rollins is in the field mainly to show he was not 
crushed by his defeat. He thinks he was ill-used 
then, would like to be vindicated, but hardly 
expects to be. The host of minor candidates 
will figure in the caucus which comes Thursday 
evening. Gen. Marston returns with his dozen 
supporters, and Stevens and Briggs, leaders ot 
the bolt, are on hand again. The two 
latter are not this year members of 
the Legislature. The three together will be 
glad to lead a successful bolt again, but can 
hardly do it. Among the lesser candidates are 
Congressman Ray, Attorney-General Tappan, 
and Burns, of Milton. There will be a lively con- 
test in the caucus, but if Blair is strong on the 
first ballot his nomination cannot be prevented. 
If the leaders are nearly even there will be 
numerous ballotings, and possibly no choice 
that evening. A prolonged caucus fight may 
engender feelings which will scatter the votes 
at first in the Legislature, but a peaceful settle- 
ment of the question is more than probable. 

The two houses vote separately on Tuesday of 
next week, and come together in joint conven- 
tion on Wednesday at noon. 





GOV. HILL’S LABORS.

HE SIGNS MANY IMPORTANT BILLS AND 
VETOES TWO. 

ALBANY, June 9.—The mill at the Capitol 
has been grinding out laws rapidly to-day. Gov. 
Hill has signea 41 bills and vetoed 2—the meas- 
ure to improve the condition and operations of 
the sinking fund of New-York City and the 


Oswego Water bill. Following is the text of the 
memorandum filed by the Governor with the 
disapproved Sinking Fund bill: 

It isto be regretted that this billis not more care- 
fully framed, so as to admit of approval. 

There seems to be need for some well-considered 
legislation simplifying the system of fina ‘ces existing 
in New-York City and removing some of the alleged 
fictions pertaining to the sinking fund. 

The bill in its present shape is opposed by the Mayor, 
wove agg Counsel, Controller, and Chamberlain of 
said city. 

The bill as originally presented by the committee of 
the Council of Retorm wus not enacted, but it was 
emended in the Legislature in several particulars, and 
is now in some respects confessedly defective. The 
second section, by repealing section & of chapter 388 of 
the Laws of 1878, not only extinguishes the special sink- 
ing tund provided for in that section, but absolutely 
destroys the security of that sinking fund, which was 
held out to investors by the law itself as an induce- 
ment for the investment in the securities of the city, 
to meet the payment of which such sinking fund was 
provided. : 

Itf{was expressly declared in that act that between 
the city and its creditors—holders of its bonds aud 
stock—there was a contract that the funds and reve- 
nues of thecity and the funds to be collected from 
assessments therein mentioned, which by that statute 
were pledged to the sinking fund for the redemption 
of the city debt, should be accumulated and applied 
only to the purposes of such sinking fund, until ali of 
said debt shouid be fully redeemed and paid as therein 
provided. 

If the entire indeptedness of the city incurred by 
virtue of the provisions of that section were now held 
by the Sinking Fund Commissioners, there would seem 
to be no objection to its repeal. But it is shown that 
$5,029,000 of such bonds are now outstanding inthe 
hands of third parties, who have invested in them on 
theexpress security of a sinking fund created in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the section of the 
law now sought to be repenied. Such repesl would be 
an impairment of the obligations of a contract, and 
is in clear violation of the Constitution. 

There should have been a saving clause inserted, 
protecting such outstanding bonds from the effect of 
the act, or otherwise properly limiting its operation, 
and the friends of the bill admit that the omission of 
such a clause was accidental or unintentional. 

It was substantially conceded upon the public hear- 
ing upon the bill that this defeat renders it impossible 
of approval, and makes the examination of any fur- 
ther objections to it unnecessary. DAviD B. HILL.

HE AND HIS’ FRIENDS MAK 

MERRY AT THE FESTIVE BOARD. 

HOSTS OF THE GENIAL MINISTER’S FRIENDS 
GIVE HIM A FAREWELL BANQUET AT 
THE HOFFMAN HOUSE, 


Soft music from an invisible orchestra 
stole through the Oriental dining rooms of the 
Hoffman House last night? while 200 friends of 
the Hon. Samuel Sullivan Cox ate, drank, 
and made merry. fr. Cox will sail next 
week for Constantinople to assume the duties 
of Minister to Turkey, and his admirers 
were determined to make his last recollections 
of New-York pleasant. The floral decorations 
last night were superb. The three connected 
apartments which comprise the main dining 
rooms were brilliant and fragrant with flowers. 
Back of the head of.the main table were huge 
floral masses. One piece represented the star 
and crescent of Turkey: another bore in letters 
of red carnations the name of Mr. Cox’s latest 
book, “Orient Sunbeams,” and another in 
white letters displayed the name of his other 
book, ** Arctic Sunbeams.”” Immense baskets of 
roses decorated the various tables. 

In the central aicove was the table of honor, 
beautified with choice flowers and vines and 
surrounded by a score or more of distinguished 
gentlemen. Atits head sat the Hon. Abram 8. 
Hewitt. Upon his right was Mr. Cox, and upon 
his lett sat Hussain Tewfik Pasha, the Turkish 
Minister. The mute and stately eunuch 
who stood behind the chair of the Turk- 


ish Minister attracted much attention. 
The other persons at this table were: 
Williats Dorsheimer, the Rev. Dr. Me- 
Glynn, Aaron J. Vanderpoel, John T. Agnew, 
Col. F. A. Conkling, Robert B. Roosevelt, 
Everett P. Wheeler, Gen. Egbert Viele, Orlando 
RB. Potter, John Hardy, Waldo Hutchins, Smith 
Ely, Jr., and E. L. Scherrer. Among the 
diners at the six other’ tables were 
Gen. H. Slocum, Roswell P. Flower, 
Joseph J. O’Donohue, Judge Lawrence, Judge 
Barrett, Judge Truax, Herman  Oelrichs, 
Hubert O. Thompson, Judge Van Brunt, Judge 
Ingraham, Judge Gildersleeve, Judge Van 
Hoesen, Judge Spier, Dr. Ruppener. John D. 
Crimmins, Rollin M. Squire, E. R. Bacon, J. W. 
Boyle, Charles W. Dayton, R. M. Walters, P. P. 
Mahoney, John J. Adams, Dr. Carnochan, Col.

Under the inspiriting influence of the music, 
the flowers, the admirable cuisine, and the ex- 
cellent ventilation, the company gave itself up 
to enjoyment with unrestrained zest. It was an 
uncommonly jolly assemblage. Herman Oel- 
richs, Joseph J. O’Donohue, R. M. Walters, and 
Judge Truax, of the Committee of Arrange- 
ments, constantly moved about among the 
guests urging them to enjoy themselves. An 
amusing incident was afforded when Mr. Oel- 
richs took the silk-robed Turkish eunuch down 
to the end of the room to compel, with his glis- 
tening cimeter, Col. Fellows and Lawrence Jer- 
ome to desist from perpetrating threatened 
speeches, 

It was after 10 o’clock when the jovial com- 
pany was called to order by sharp raps with the 
handle of Chairman Hewitt’s knife. Mr. Hewitt 
in introducing the guest of the evening said that 
in every department which had been filed by 
Mr. Cox that gentleman had been without a 
rival. It wasa task simply to count on one’s 
fingers the services rendered by Mr. Cox. He was 
the father of the Life-saving Service, the friend of 
the letter carriers, and if any one had made Peur- 
son possible 1t was bis friend Cox. There was a 
saline flavor about Cox. Mr. Cox must regret 
his departure as much as they al! did. But he 
was one of the boys and they don’t mean to let 
him go. They simply meant him to take a holi- 
day in one of tke most attractive Courts of 
Europe, where his energies would be renewed 
and whence he would return revived and disen- 
thralled. 

Mr. Cox was vociferously cheered, and he 
spoke at considerable length. Among other 
things he said: ‘**The duties of Minister, where 
there is no merchant fiag, are not great. Where 
there is commerce there will be duty in propor- 
tion to its volume. We now send arms to the 
Orient for war and missionaries for peace. In 
this we are not unlike the early adherents of 
islam. Sometimes, it is thought, but with less 
truth than antithesis, that the arms keep peace 
and the missionaries incite war. Most of the 
Ottoman diplomacy concerns both. Turkey 
must have arms to keep her Christians peaceful. 
Are we ever and forever to be forbidden the ex- 
changes of commerce that we are wont to make 
with those remote countries? Why should we 
not now, as in the past, carry our own commerce 
atsea? During the Crimean war we had a large 
maritime transportation. European war gave 
us for our grain and meat stuffs a magnificent 
transportation and commerce, and if we are not 
unprepared it will come again from some of the 
terrible disasters of war between other nations 
who are contending for great territories in Af- 
rica and Asia.” 

Mr. Cox’s speech was witty and full of pleas- 
ant persons] allusions, After remarking casually 
upon his own need of physical recuperation he 
elicited warm applause by saying: ‘* But I bear 
my commission from the President of the United 
States, who, we all know, is not troubled with 
weakness, either physically or mentally.” 

** His Imperial Majesty the Sultan of Turkey,” 
was responded to by Hussain Tewfik Pasha, who 
spoke in French, and elicited many cries of 
* Trés bien.”” He said that the selection of Mr. 
Cox as Minister was an honor for America and 
a pleasure for Turkey. His nomination at Con- 
stantinople was much appreciated. Mr. Cox bad 
always acted ee and with justice. 

The toast “Revenue Reform” was§ responded 
to by Mr. Everett P. Whecler, who said that the 
decorations of the room, consisting of Turkish 
emblems and Western Stars and Stripes merely 
represented revenue reform. Revenue reform 
meant nothing in the world but the fact that if 
one wanted to buy from aman one must sell to 
him; in other words, it took two to makea 
bargain. Mr. Cox had done his best to combat 
the idea that one could have the handle of the 
jug all on one side. 

The Hon. William Dorsheimer, in speaking to 
the sentiment, ** The Revival of American Ship- 
ping,” said that the only industry in- America 
which was absolutely protected was that 
of ship building. Congressman Orlando B. 
Potter spoke to the toast, “The Postal 
Service,” and made an_ earnest appeal 
for an extension of the service. Other bright 
speeches were made by the Rev. Dr. McGlynn, 
Robert B. Roosevelt, Gen. Viele, and Col. Fel- 
lows. Mr. Hewitt excited some interest by 
showing a copy of a genuine Turkish news- 
paper, which he challenged the guests to read. 

One of the remarkable features of this very un- 
common dinner was the manner in which Com- 
missioner Rollin M. Squire absolutely charmed 
ex-Commissioner Hubert O. Thompson and most 
of the Judges who attended the banquet. 
While the regular speakers were interesting the 
greater portion of the company, Mr. Squire, in 
a remote corner of the large dining room, 
was surrounded by aclosely packed company of 
intent listeners. His stories were toid with a 
French accent and intonation which elicited 
alternate applause and exclamations of admira- 
tion. Mr. Squire was certainly the most enter- 
taining single feature of the evening’s enter- 
tainment. 





FLAMES IN FRANKFORT-STREET. 

A fire broke out at 2 o’cleck this morn- 
ing in the six-story building Nos. 32 and 
84 Frankfort-street, occupied by a number 
of firms in various lines of business, 
among whom was Struthler Brothers, engravers. 
The policeman on the beat saw a large volume 
of smoke suddenly shoot up from the building, 
and then flames burst from the windows 
of the _ fifth story. An alarm = was 
sent out, but the engines that responded 


to the call were unable to subdue the fire, and a 
third alarm was turned in. Before more engines 
could arrive the fire had extended to the top 
floor and had also worked ita way down to 
the third floor. When the water tower 
was placed in position the flames were brought 
under control, but the numberless telegraph 
wires and the blinding smoke greatly impeded 
the work of the firemen. It was thought the 
loss by fire and water might be between $30,000 
and $40,000. 





HUGO AS A PAINTER. 
From the London World. 

In studying the many-sided genius of 
Victor Hugo his biographers will not forget 
Hugo the painter. Many of his manuscripts are 
illustrated with strange drawings, and while liv- 
ing at Guernsey he drew and painted constantly, 
and made 64 compositions for the illustration of 
his novel, ** The Toilers of the Sea,”” which were 
engraved by Méaulle. This publication, only a 
few copies of which were printed, has become a 
bibliographic rarity. Victor -Hugo’s drawings 
and water colors resemble very closely in style 
and execution those of Gustave Doré; they are 
violent, excessive, tumultuous, full of strong 
contrasts and oppositions; they are a poet’s 
drawings, the whole force of which is derived 
from the author’s poetic sentiment. On the 
back of the Iast drawing, ** Tne Toilers of the 
Sea,” the poet has written the following words:

DISCUSSING POOL METHODS. 
FRUITLESS MEETING OF THE TRUNK LINE 
PRESIDENTS. 7 


Another fruitless meeting of the trunk 
line Presidents was held yesterday, all the roads 
save the Lackawanna and West Shore being 
represented. President Newell, of the Lake 
Shore, was present, and reported the action of 
the Chicago roads in their attempts to recon- 
struct the now suspended pool. As has been 
done on two previous occasions, the Chicago 
roads were told to go ahead, the plan proposed— 


which was not made public—meeting the ap- 
proval of the trunk line officials. During the 
day there was continuous discussion relative to 
the feasibility of advancing rates, but the gen- 
eral opinion was that this step would 
futile until some _ definite action toward 
higher rates was determined upon by the 
Chicago roads. Nothing whatever was 
done bearing upon the disruption of the 
west-bound pool, which practically expires on 
June 12 by the notice of withdrawal of the 
Pennsylvania Road. This lack of action is taken 
by railroad men to indicate that matters will be 
allowed to go by default, as without the ad- 
hesion of the Pennsylvania it will be found im- 
possible to continue even the semblance of a 
pool. The Presidents will hold another meeting 
on Friday, at which, in view of Commissioner 
Fink’s departure for a trip to Europe on Wednes- 
day next, something may be done. 

he meeting of the General Passenger Agents 
of the trunk lines at Commissioner Fink’s office 
yesterday was confined to a general discussion 
of the methods of arbitration to be followed in 
fixing the percentages in any new pool to he 
formed. The question of an advance or restora- 
tion of rates was not considercd, but will prob- 
ably be taken up before the close of the present 
series of meetiags, which will continue for sey- 
eral days.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


Col. G. G. Goodrich, one of the oldest 
and wealthiest men of Virginia, died at his 
home in Brunswick County on Monday. 

James L. Shaw, of Philadelphia, a well- 
known telegraph contractor and builder, died 
suddenly of apoplexy on the street yesterday. 


Mr. Shaw, who was 62 years of age, has been 
identified with various telegraph companies and 
was the contractor for the first telegraph line 


built between Washington and New-Orleans. 
George H. Frick, a prominent man in 
Baltimore, died yesterday, aged about 58 years. 


He was formerly a prominent dry goods mer- 
chant, and later established several lines of 
street railway, ramifying all the more prominent 
sections of the city. Atone time he was man- 
ager of the Baltimore and Ohio Telegraph and 
Express, but gave it up to manage the street 
railways. He wasason of the late Judge Will- 
jam Frick. 


Luther Wright, one of the oldest and 
most prominent citizens of Oswego, died yester- 


day, aged 8&6 years. For 50 years he was engaged in 
many extensive business enterprises in Oswego. 
In 1843 he established Luther Wricht’s Bank, 
which for years was one of the most reliable 
financial institutions in Northern New-York. It 
was subsequently merged in the Lake Ontario 
National Bank, which wound up its affairs about 
10 years ago. Atthattime Mr. Wright retired 
from active business. He was one of the build- 
ers of the Oswego and Syracuse Railroad, and 
See eee in iron works, mills, and gas 
works. 


Mrs. Emily H. Tubman, one of the oldest 
and wealthiest residents of Augusta, Ga., died 


yesterday, aged 91 years. Mrs. Tubman was a 
native of Virginia, but went to Georgia in 1818 
from Kentucky. She was the ward and personal 
friend of Henry Clay, and assisted at the wel- 
come to Lafayette in Augusta. Mrs. Tubman 
gave over $25,000 a year to churches and charity. 
She built several Christian or Campbelilite 
churches in Georgia, and assisted in maintaining 
the colleges of this church in West Virginia and 
throughout the West. Her real estate goes to 
maintain a home for the poor of Richmond 
County, Ga., according to the provisions of her 
huspand’s will. 

A. R. Converse, a prominent banker and 
capitalist ot Cheyenne, Wyoming Territory, 
who had been suffering from the effects of a 
paralytic stroke, in the Fifth-Avenue Hotel, 
since April, died there at an early hour yester- 
day morning at the age of 44 years. He leaves a 
widow, who was with him at his death, ana one 
child. The body will be taken to Three Rivers 
Mich., for interment, this afternoon. He had 
been President of the First National Bank of 
Cheyenne since its organization. He was very 
wealthy, having large cattle and property inter- 
ests there, and was one of the principal stock- 
holders and a Director of the Omaha Loan and 
Trust Company.

POLLUTING SHEEPSHEAD BAY. 


—_—-—-»—-——— 
A COMPLAINT OF THE DRAINAGE AND 
WATER SUPPLY OF THE HOTELS. 


The managers of the two big hotels at 
Manhattan Beach were yesterday much exas- 
perated to find that their drainage and water 
supply in connection with that of Sheepshead 
Bay had been complained of to the State Board 
of Health, and by that body referrea to the 
Committee on Effluvial Nuisances for considera- 
tion. The complaint on which the action was 


taken is as follows: 
SHEEPSHEAD BAY, June 6. 
To the Honorable State Board of Health: 

DEAR SIRs: Your attention is;respectfully called to 
the drainage at Sheepshead Bay, and alsoto the Man- 
hattan Beach and Ortental tcotele artesian well, or 
water supply, at this place. The New-York Herald has 
had a communication in reference to this subject, but 
for some reason hesitates over publishing the same. 
The drainage from the hotels at Sheepshead Bay and 
Coney Island is rapidly filling up the bay and polluting 
the lands and wells surrounding it, 
thimg is not speedily done 
matter, disease and ruination 
this place. The Local Board 
seems powerless, except so far as expensive sewerage 
is concerned. Incase of our acceptance of the same, 
they have given usto understand that we can sewer 
into the bay contrary to law, and whatever complaints 
may result from such a course can be reterred to them. 
The Manhattan Beach water supply, or artesian well, 
is surrounded with water closets and sink drains, 
12 of which belong to tenement and store proper- 
ty. and these are located as close as 75 feet, and all 
within 150 feet of the pumpthat supplies Manhattan 
Beach and Oriental Hotels. Yours respectfully

St. ELMO VILLA, SHEEPSHEAD Bay, Long Island. 

A gentleman connected with the hotels men- 
tioned in the complaint said yesterday: ‘“ Our 
water is obtained from artesian wells at Sheeps- 
head Bay. There are five of these wells, and 
they are situated in a clump of woods near the 
railroad, just north of the station. They are, 
without exaggeration, at least 600 yards from 
any water closet. Three pumps are used in dis- 
tributing the water, and are connected with the 
wells by several hundred feet of cast iron pipe. 
The water is forced into the iron main 
leading to the hotels directly from the other 
pipes without being placed in a reservoir.”” The 
pumps are not so cleanly in their surroundings 
as the wells, but the owners assert that the con- 
nections are so made that they might be in the 
sewers even and no harm done. The wells are 
said to be from 18 to 22 feet in depth. The refuse 
matter from the hotels is taken underground to 
a little cave, the proprietors state, where a 
sunken box retains all solids, while the liquids 
are permitted to pass on into the bay. The 
boxes are cleansed, they assert, by a chemical 
process about every three days during the hot 
weather, 

The proprietor of St. Elmo Villa keeps a Sum- 
mer boarding house, and was induced, he says, 
to make the feney wes because a prospective 
family of boarders had decided not to come to 
him on account of the unhealthy condition of 
things. The town lacks a syatem of drainage, 
and private efforts in that direction, it is stated, 
have been frustrated by public greed and the 
manifestation of a desire for jobbery. Mr. 
Mason stated that the cottages fronting 
on the bay drained into it, contrary to law, and 
that many who were anxious to remedy matters 
on their own premises became discouraged when 
they saw that the waters would still be polluted 
by others. “If matters continue in their pres- 
ent course,”? said Mr. Mason, ‘* and the popula- 
tion continues to increase as it has for two or 
three years past, Sheepshead Bay will soon be- 
come a regular death’s hole.”

ENT WALLING PUT’ 


ON THE RETIRED LIST. 
SIELDING TO THE INEVITABLE ONLY AT THE 
LAST MOMENT, AND GIVING WAY TO IN- 
SPECTOR MURRAY AS HIS SUCCESSOR, 

By the action of the Board of Police 
yesterday Superintendent George W. Walling 
was retired into private life after an almost con- 
tinuous service of nearly 40 years in the police 
force of this city. The place thus made vacant 
‘was immediately filled by the promotion of In- 
spector William Murray. This action has been 
imminent ever since the Governor signed the 
amended Police Pension bill, which invested 
the Police Commissioners with the power, by a 
majority vote, to retire upon a pension any 
officer or member of the police force over 60 
years of age. This bili also fixes the pension 
of the Superintendent at $2,500 a year. It 
was thought by many that what is known 
as the “sexagenarian clause” was inserted in 
the bill for the purpose of forcing the retire- 
ment or removal! of Superintendent Walling, as 
it was an open secret that at least two of the 
Commissioners were anxious to place at tne 
head of the department a younger and more 
energetic man. Mr. Walling was asked nearly 
two years ago to consent to retire ona pension, 
but declined, and there was no power then in 
the Board of Police to force his retirement, nor 
could he be removed from office except after 
trial upon charges. Under the new law, how- 
ever, he could be retired without his consent, 
and this was quickly made apparent to Mr. 
Walling. Still he declined to ask for retire- 
ment. it was not until Monday that he was in- 
formed that at least three of the Commissioners, 
Messrs. French. McC!ave, and Voorhis, were pre- 
pared, when the matter was ~ ee in proper 
shape, to vote for his retirement. 

So the matter stood when the time approached 
for the regular meeting of the Police Commis- 
sioners yesterday. That something decisive 
was contemplated by the Commissioners was 
evident by the rush of politicians to the Central 

fice. Among those who were in and out of 
the building during the forenoon_were Senator 
Murphy, Hubert_O. Thompson, Excise Commis- 
sioner Morris, Police Justices Patterson and 
Duffy, Robert G. McCord, John J. O’Brien, Gen, 
Martin T. McMahon, Civil Justice Gedney, As- 
sembiyman James Oliver, and Commissioner 
of Emigration Stephenson. The Police Commis- 
sioners were in earnest conference for several 
hours before they met in formal session. Super- 
intendent Walling up to this time had not given 
any expression of what his intentions were. He 
was in consultation with the Commissioners 
and was then positively told that if he did no 
voluntarily ask for retirement a resolution to 
remove him and place him on the pension roll 
would receive the affirmative votesof a ma- 
jority of the board. He asked for time to con- 
sider the matter. and subsequently placed in the 
hands of Gen. Fitz John Porter a document ask- 
ing to be retired, which Gen. Porter was to use 
at his own discretion. 

When the board met the whole subject was 
discussed, and Commissioners French, McClave, 
and Voorhis finally expressed the determination 
to vote forthe removal of Mr. Walling. Then 
Gen. Porter produced the document which had 
been placed in his hands by Mr. Walling for 
just such anemergency. Mr, Walling was then 
gent for, and in the presence of the full board 
signed a formal application, asking to be re- 
tired on a pension. He was then asked to retire 
nto an adjoining room while the matter was 

eing discussed. A resolution was unanimously 
ndopted placing Mr. Walling on the retired list 
and granting him a pension of $2, per an- 
num. Then the following was adopted as an 
expression of the Police Commissioners on the 
retirement from office of the Superintendent: 

“In adopting the foregoing resolution the Board of 
Police cheerfully embrace this opportunity of bearing 
testimony to their high appreciation of the many years 
of valuable service rendered to the public by an hon- 
est, worthy, and capubie officer. Appointed a patrol- 
man on Dec, 22, 1847, he was promoted in each instance 
through the several grades of Captain, Inspector, and 
fuperintendent for specially marked ability, untiring 
devotion to duty, and rare fidelity to trust. In every 
position and in every grade never has the slightest 
word or whisper of suspicion been breathed against 
his strict integrity, and in retiring from the police 
service he carries with him the best wishes of all the 
moembers of this board and the hope that he may yet 
Jive many yeurs to enjoy the rest and recreation to 
which his long and creditable service so justly entitles 
him. The bright character and faithful services con- 
gtituting the extraordinary record of Superintendent 


’ Walling are presented to the force as an example ever 


worthy of emulation. 

After the adoption of the above, the office of 
Buperintendent being vacant, a resolution was 
presented promoting Inspector William Murray 
to be Superintendent, subject to an examination 
by the Civil Serviee Commissioners. Mr. Murray 
‘was sent for, and President French introduced 
him to Mr. Walling as his successor, The men 
shook hands warmly, and Mr. Walling said, re- 
ferring to his successor: **He is a good police 
officer.” The old Superintendent and the new 
one left the board room together, and Superin- 
tendent Murray was seen surrounded by a large 
number of congratulating friends. Mr, Walling 
doffed his uniform, and soon after left the build- 
ing. He said that he should now remain a pri- 
vate citizen of New-York, and would devote 
himself to shooting and fishing in their proper 
seasons. He appeared greatly relieved at throw- 
ing off the cares of office. The new Superin- 
tendent retired to his office and was surrounded 
by many friends. The news of his promotion 
Bpread rapidly throughout the city, and soon 
congratulatory telegrams came pouring in. 
Une came from Superintendent Campbell, of 
the Brooklyn torce. Among those who came in 
person to congratulate the new Superintendent 
were Isaac Bell, one of the Trustees of the riot 
relief fund, and J. Edward Simmons, President 
of the Stock Exchange. Superintendent Mur- 
ray received the congratulations modestiy. He 

id he was fully aware of the heavy responsi- 
bilities which attached to the head of the police 
force in this city. He proposed to pursue a con- 
Bervative course, and hoped to so perform his 
duties as to gain the confidence of his superiors 
and the public at large. 

The Police Commissioners adjourned without 
having taken any action in relation to the ap- 

ointment of an Inspector in place of Inspector 

urray. The latter will appear before the Civil 
rvice Commissioners for examination, and 
fter he has passed that ordeal and given bonds 
Jor the. faithful performance of his duties he 
will be sworn in. 

Superintendent William Murray was born in 
Jhis city on June 27, 1844. After receiving a 
bommon school education he took a situation as 
aclerk ina down-town business house. When 
the war broke out in 1861, though only 17 years 
pf age, he enlisted in the Eleventh Regi- 
pent. ee 4 8. vV., known as the 

irst Fire Zouaves, and was badly wounded 

t the battle of Bull Run. On May 

1866, he was appointed a patrolman and as- 
pigned to the Third Precinct, then under com- 
mand of Capt. James Greer. He made some 
skillful arrests of burglars, and was soon after 
cetailed to special detective duty. On Oct. 1, 
1870, he was made a roundsman, and on Oct. 15 
1871, was promoted toa Sergeantcy, and served 
in the Eighth, Sixteenth, and Fifteenth Pre- 
zincts. On Oct. 2, 1876, he was made Captain, 
and assigned to the command of the Fourth Pre- 
cinct, which at that time was in a dangerously 
turbulent state, the resort of thieves and 
desperadoes. He brought order out of chaos, 
and made it safe to live and do business 
in that precinct. During eight months 
he made arrests and secured convictions 
amounting in the aggregate to 500 years. He 
broke up a gang of midnight marauders and 
maasked burglers, which had terrorized the resi- 
cents of Astoria and Ravenswood, and sent them 
gil to State prison. He was promoted to be In- 
Bpector on Jan. 1, 1877. During his serviee on 
the police force he has been engaged in ferret- 
fing out and bringing to justice many desperate 
criminals, and he was instrumenta in sending to 

tate prison several malpracticing physictaus.

FINANCIERS IN COURT. 


THE HEARING BEGUN IN THE LIBEL SUITS 
AGAINST MR, CHARLES D. KEEP. 

Cab after cab rolled up to the Jefferson 
Market Police Court yesterday morning, and 
all through the regular proceedings the court 
officers were kept busy in showing the prosper- 
ous looking gentlemen who descended from the 
vehicles to the little examination room where 
Justice Gorman was to begin the hearing in the 
triple libel suits brought against Charles D. 
Keep, the proprietor of the Wall-Street Daily 
News. Among those present were President 
Norvin Green, of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company; Treasurer Amos H. Calef, of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad, and D. A. McWilliams, 


Secretary and Treasurer of the Manhattan Rail- 
way Company. with their counsel, Henry W. 
Bookstaver and Almon Goodwin, of the firm of 
Vanderpoel, Green & Cuming. Mr. Keep was 
accompanied by his counsel, Mr. John H,. Stra- 


han. 

When Justice Gorman announced his readi- 
ness to proceed Mr. Strahan aromptly moved to 
dismiss the complaints made by the Western 
Union and Manhattan Companies. ‘ Thesection 
of the Criminal Code, No, 435,” said he, * under 
which these suits are brought does not cover the 
charge made in the complaints. The section 

rovides that the statements must not alone be 
ata to be false, but issued and circulated with 
intent to effect the market price of the com- 
pany’s securities.. The complaints declare that 
Mr. Keep might have known them to be false, 
but does not go further. In one sense I regret 
to interpose this objection at the outset because 
of the inevitable conflict between the newspaper 
and the one who stands behind all these com- 
plainants, who are not the real parties to the 
action, but subordinates of this one to whom I 
refer. Independent journalism in Wa)li-street, 
framed to express fearlessly wkat it believes to 
be true as the result of its investigations, never 
can stand side by side with the influences brought 
to bear in Wall-street by tne real complainant in 
the case. I therefore move that the Western 
Union and Manhattan complaints be dismissed 
until they conform to the section of the Code.” 

As soon as Mr. Strahan had finished President 
Norvin Green, who had listened to the remarks 
with evident wrath, arose and said: ‘Counsel 
alludes to me as asubordinate, 1 beg to say 
that I am President of the Western Union, and 
have been for years. I am bead of its Directors, 
and this suit was brought in pursuance of a reso- 
lution of its Executive Committee.” With this 
Dr. Green sat down. 

Then Mr. Bookstaver took his innings, saying: 
“T shall not reply tothe Fourth of July oration 
just delivered, except to maintain that all the 
complaints are properly drawn. The assertion 
that there is any one behind the complainants in 
these suits is absolutely without foundation. 
They are brought by the officers of the com- 
panies whose stockholders have been wronged 
and damaged. These officers are Trustees, and 
would have been false to their duties had they 
not brought suit. They don’t own any of the 
stocks. he Western Union has none of its own 
stock in its treasury, has it, Doctor?” added the 
—, ae turning to President Green, who shook 

s head. 

“The Missouri Pacific has $20,000,000," retorted 
Mr. Strahan, * and we'll prove it.” 

*“*We defy you to do s0,” replied Mr. Book- 
staver. 

Mr. Strahan then reiterated his assertions 
relative to the real complainant not appearing. 
* We will make it clear,’ said he, * despite Dr. 
Green’s assertions to the contrary, that there are 
more powerful men than himself behind this 
matter. They have been a law to themselves 
for so i that they expect to continue so, but 
they will find themselves mistaken.” 

Justice Gorman denied the motion, and then a 
long wrangle ensued as to the particular case to 
be taken a. Mr. Strahan was ready only with 
the Manhattan, while the plaintiffs wished to 
take up the Western Union first. Mr. Strahan 
i carried the day and Secretary and Treas- 
urer D. W. McWilliams was called. He testified 
that he had been connected with the Manhattan 
Railway Company since 1881, and had a general 
knowledge of its affairs as Secretary from the 
records and with its business. 

**Independent of the records, have you any 
knowledge of the finances of the company?” 
asked Mr. Straham. On this a regular shuttie- 
cock performance was begun and carried on _by 
the witness and all the lawyers in the case. Mr. 
McWilliams repeatedly answered the question 
by saying that at the moment he couid not re- 
call anything outside of the records, and was as 
frequently called upon to reply directly to the 
question. The tilt iasted for nearly an hour, 
auring which Mr. Bookstaver charged his op- 
ponent with purposely trying to mislead the 
witness. Pressed finally for a direct answer, Mr. 
McWilliams replied: 

“T have a general recollection of its financial 
affairs derived from the records.” 

Mr. Straham triumphantly rose, 


and said, 
“Then I ask that an adjournment be 


had until 
these records can be produced, in order to show 
that the statements in the affidavit are false.” 

To this Mr. Bookstaver excitediy replied: 
“On, no, they cannot have these records, They 
might just as well ask for the Capitol of the 
United States as to make the statements they 
have, and then call upon us for our books to see 
what they can find that might be serviceable to 

em.”’ 

The point as to the production of the books 
was left to the Justice, and the examination was 
continued. Mr. McWilliams said that the ex- 
penses of the company were about $10,000 a day, 
and that the average monthly receipts were 


from $585,000 to $610,000. He could not tell ex- 
actly without reference to the books. He then 
explained, amid frequent interruptions, the sys- 
tem of receiving and auditing the moneys re- 
ceived from day to day. 

The examination will be continued to-day and 
go on daily until finished. 


SPEAKING FOR A PRIZE. 


A PLEASANT ENTERTAINMENT BY THE PUPILS 
OF A GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 

Over 600 pupils of the female department 
of Grammar School No. 72, at One Hundred and 
Fifth-street and Lexington-avenue, were on 
hand yesterday to witness a prize-speaking con- 
test between some of their mates and assist in 
the elaborate exercises of the day.

FUNERAL SERVICES WITH BOTH CHRISTIAN 
; AND CHINESE RITES, 

Ah Mon, the Chinaman who was mur- 
dered in Mott-street on Sunday night, was buried 
in the Evergreen Cemetery yesterday afternoon 
with both Christian and Mongolian services. 
‘he dead man’s cousins, Ah Sam and Ah Foo, 
visited Undertaker Naughton’s establishment in 
the morning, and saw the body transferred to a 
silver-mounted rosewood coffin. The Chinese 
have a horror of touching their dead, and the 
work of dressing the body was done by the un- 
dertaker’s assistants. Ah Sam then scattered a 
number of small cards, bearing Chinese char- 
acters, on the body, and. addressed it in Chinese 
for some minutes, pausing at intervals as though 


expecting an answer, At times he shook the 
body by the left arm, and looked sadly upon the 
unresponsive face. Finally the cousins left the 
dead man in charge of the undertaker, almost 
completely covered with the joss, or prayer 
cards, with which they had strewn the body. 

Inthe afternoon Mrs. Mary A. Beecher and 
Mrs. Celeste Wayland, of the’ Chinese Mission, 
and Mrs. M. C. Walters, of the Prison Associa- 
tion, took charge of the funeral services. A 
large crowd had assembled in front of the under- 
taker’s place, in Mott-street, and the three 
policemen in charge had their hands full in 
keeping the throng from pressing into the shop, 
At 2 o’clock the pall bearers, Ah Sam, Ah Foo, 
Ah Kim, Ah Kay, Ah Koe, and Ah Sing, carried 
the coffin to the kearse which was in waiting, 
the Chinamen and ladies fell into line behind, 
and the procession made its way to the hall of 
the Bowery Mission at No. 36 Bowery. Mott and 
Bayard streets and the Bowery were filled witha 
mob who hooted and jeered as the procession 
passed, and but for the presence of the police 
the little band of mourners would have been 
swamped by the crowd. At tne mission the reli- 
gious services were conducted by the Revs. Floyd 
W. Tompkins and Gordon Burchard. The dody 
of the dead Chinaman was then taken to the 
Evergreen Cemetery for interment, followed by 
eight carriages. 

At the cemetery a large crowd had gathered, 
and the entrance of the funeral procession. was 
the signal for a scampering across lots to Celes- 
tial Hill, the burial plot of the Chinese, in which 
men, women, and children joined. The -crowd 
had reached the grave which was waiting for 
Ah Mon before the hearse arrived, and the one 
policeman at band had a good deal of trouble to 
force a passage for the mourners, When at 
length all had assembledearound the grave the 
coffin was lowered, and the Rev. Mr. Tompkins 
read the committal and final prayers of the Epis- 
copal service. The Moody and Sankey hymn, 
* Watching and Waiting for Me,” was sung by 
Mrs. Walters, and then the spectacle for which 
the crowd had assembled was furnished, The 
Chinamen produced a market basket, from 
which was taken a platter on which resteda 
roasted chicken, a meta] bow! of boiled rice, 
a bottle of water, and two tiny teacups. 
These were placed on the ground at the head 
of the grave, where they were left for the con- 
sumption of Ah Mon, should he become hungry, 
provided no tramp happens that way before he 


gets hungry. Then from another tall basket - 


was taken a number of candles, which were 
placed around the head of the grave and lighted, 
several pieces of sandal wood, which were also 
stuck jn the ground and burned, a box of parlor 
matches, and a great quantity of red and white 
paper, inscribed with mottoes from Confucius, 
of which a bonfire was made. This was intended 
to frighten away the devils, who it was pre- 
sumed would make an attemptto capture Ah 
Mon on his passage to the heathen heaven. 
When this had been reduced to ashes the China- 
men and their frends departed, leaving the cu- 
rious throng around the grave to pick up me- 
mentoes of the occasion. Ah Mon is the seventh 
Chinaman who has been buried on Celestial Hill.

MRS. LAFOND’S MORTGAGE. 


CURIOUS FEATURES OF A SUIT AGAINST A 
FORMER RUSSIAN MERCHANT. 

‘It was expected by the persons who 
listened in the body of the court room yester- 
day to Judge Donohue'’s charge in the case of 
Louise Schiifer Lafond against William Ernest 
Jetzkewitz that the jury would speedily finda 
verdict for the handsome plaintiff. But just 
before they went out of the court room the jury 
were hanaed for their inspection a parcel of let- 
ters that had passed between the plaintiff and 
defendant. These had beenintroduced as evi- 
dence, but were not read in the course of the 


trial. The sentimental manner of some of them 
attracted the attention of the jurors. A Ger- 
man juror translated them for the benefit ot 
his less erudite colleagues, and several hours 
were spent in perusing them. On the impression 
made by them on the minds of the jurors will, 
undoubtedly, largely depend the character of 
the verdict to be rendered this morning, 

Notwithstanding the fact that the plaintiff 
sues as Louise Schiifer Lafond she is really Mrs. 
Louise Alison. She was married to Edward C. 
Allison in this city last January. She is a na- 
tive of New-Haven. Some years ago she was 
married to a German gentleman named Schi er 
Lafond. Throughout his lifetime and until 
Jast Summer she lived abroad, In Riga, Rus- 
sia, she met Jetzkewitz, who was a dealer in ag~ 
ricuitural implements. They lived in the same 
house and had financial dealings together. In 
the early part of last year Jetzkewitz’s creditors 
forced him into bankruptcy and he fied from 
Russia. Mrs. Lafond had previously gone 
from Riga to Louvain, Belgium, for the 
benefit of her health. Thither Jetzkewitz 
followed her and into her ears poured 
the tale of his sorrow. Mrs. Lafond 
sympathized with him, and was apparently not 
much shocked when.as she says, he told her 
that he had used for his own benefit a so-called 
mortgage which he had executed to secure to 
her 18,000 rubles she had loaned to him, The 
mortgage had remained.in his possession. Jetz- 
kewitz and Mrs. Latond came to this city on the 
same steamship last Summer. He procured a 
position as an agent in charge of a display of 
agricultural implements at the New-Orleans Ex- 
hibition. While he wasat the South Mrs. La- 
fond solaced her widowhood by becoming Mrs. 
Allison. On bis return to this city he was ar- 
rested on a civil order, being charged with hav- 
ing fraudulently converted to his own use a 
mortgage on reul estate in Charkov, Russia, 

In his answer to her complaint, Jetzkewitz 
denied that he ever gave Mrs. Lafond a mort- 
gage, and asserted that be was prevented by the 
Russian law from giving her one. He had, how- 
ever, given ber an acknowledgment of indebt- 
edness, and a promise to give her a mortgage for 
her security whenever he had cleared off a mort- 
gage for 3,000 rubles already on the Charkov 
property. On the witness stand yesterday he 
denied that be owed her anything, and explained 
that he had executed to her the acknowledg- 
ment of indebtedness, and of her prior right to 
a lien on his real estate for the purpose of evad- 
ing the demands of his real creditors for security. 
He had not given her the paper, but haa 
simply shown it to her. Judge Donohue com- 
mented severely on the evidence given by Jetz- 
kewitz in apparent contradiction of the allega- 
tions of his answer. He instructed the jury 
that if they found that Jetzkewitz, having had 
in his possession a mortgage deed in favor of 
Mrs. Lafond, or a paper conveying to her a right 
to such a deed, and intended as security to her 
for money, had by his negligence, or intentional 
act, caused it to become lost to her.they were 
bound to give hera verdict for the amount of 
money which the paper stood for. Jetzkewitz’s 
counsel, Civil Justice Alfred Steckler, who acted 
on the theory that Jetzkewitz was the victim of 
a conspiracy of which Mrs. Lafond-Allison’s 
present husband was the instigator, took excep- 
tion to Judge Donohue’s charge as a whole and

WATER IN THE ANNEXED DISTRICT. 
Commissioner Squire has sent to the 
Mayor a statement concerning the water 
in the annexed district, of which com- 
plaint has been made. “Ever since the 
water service was first ‘introduced in 
that district,’ he says, “the circulution 
in the mains has been imperfect for the reason 
that new pipes have to be continually laid and 
pent from the central and connected sys- 
m of mains to remote points without inter- 
secting mains. This causes a certain stagnation 
of water at many, points and a consequent ac- 
cumulation of sediment in the pipes, which does 
not occur where there are connecting and inter- 
secting mains. The additional vressure from 
the Bronx River supply, together with the 
Spring movement of fish in the pipes, have 
stirred up all the sediment which has collected 
for years, causing a temporary though harmless 
discoloration of the water, and in some places a 
fishy or otherwise disagreeable taste. As soon 
as these effects became apparent a thorough and 
systematic cleansing of the pipes was begun by 
blowing off the water at various george It is 
believed that this will ina very short time re- 
move the causes of complaint.” Mr, Squire also
